Dear  Friends :- 

Some  days  ago  I  was  waited  upon  at  the  Presiding 
Bishop’s  Office  by  S.  S.  Jones,  Thos*  Dobson  and  L.  A.  Bailey  of 
your  association,  and  requested  to  be  present  at  a  meeting  of  the 
survivors  of  the  hand  cart  companies,  to  be  held  on  the  3rd  of 
October,  1907.  Fearing  that  my  health  might  not  permit  me  to  be 
present  at  the  meeting,  I  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  my  daily 
journal  kept  on  that  important  occasion. 

Now,  I  desire  to  accompany  this  report  with  a  very 
brief  history  of  that  notable  event.  As  appears  from  the  daily 
journal  referred  to,  this  relief  company  left  Salt  Lake  City  on 
the  7th  of  October  1856  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  incoming 
emigrant  companies.  Our  information  as  to  their  whereabouts  was 
very  meagre  indeed.  It  is  hard  for  the  people  living  now  to  com¬ 
prehend  the  situation  fifty  years  ago,  when  sometimes  we  had  a 
monthly  mail,  and  sometimes  no  mail  at  all  for  six  months.  That  in — 
formation  we  obtained  was  from  carriers  who  came  to  advise  President 
Young  of  the  situation. 

Vie  made  as  good  ime  as  men  and  animals  could  make 
under  the  circumstances.  But  I  desire  to  state  that  at  one  time 
while  we  were  traveling  down  the  sweet  Water  about  300  or  400  miles 
east  of  Salt  Lake  City,  the  snow  was  so  deep  that  the  axle-trees  of 
our  wagons  dragged  and  we  we re  compelled  to  remain  camped  at  the 
same  place  for  one  or  two  days  in  consequence  of  the  severity  of  the 
storms,  but  with  no  idea  other  than  resuming  our  journey  when  the 
weather  would  permit,  until  we  found  the  companies  we  were  sent  to 
relieve. 

As  will  be  noticed  from  the  daily  journal,  we  sent 
out  expresses  on  various  occasions,  but  were  unable  to  locate  the 
parties  we  were  looking  for  until  we  were  camped  at  Devil’s  Gate, 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Sweet  Uater,  when  the  express  returned  and 
reported  them  camped  on  the  Platt  River.  The  weather  was  cold, 
the  snow  deep,  the  people  poor  and  nearly  destitute  of  clothing 

and  provisions,  and  when  we  met  them  we  were  enabled  to  partially 


relieve  their  wants  from  what  we  had  taken  with  us  from  the  city 
for  that  purpose,  such  as  men’s,  women’s,  and  children’s  clothing 
and  some  provisions.  These  supplies  had  been  donated  by  the  people 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  and  said  people  had  been  very  liberal  in  their 
donations(f or  they  were  all  in  straightened  circumstances)  but  had 
given  such  articles  as  they  could  and  such  as  would  aid  the  suffer¬ 
ing  emigrants.  Most  of  the  supplies  were  given  to  Captain  Edward  kx 
Martin’s  Hand  Cart  Company,  whose  sufferings  were  intense  and  necessi¬ 
ties  very  great.  A  strict  account  was  kept. of  all  these  disbursements. 
The  lives  of  the  people  were  too  precious  to  permit  of  our  carrying 
anything  in  the  wagons  which  could  possibly  be  dispensed  with, 
consequently  cached  at  Devil’s  Gate  all  frieght,  that  in  our  judg¬ 
ment,  could  be  left  so  as  to  relieve  the  Company. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  Journal  that  the  cold  was 
so  intense  that  it  was  not  deemed  advisable  to  travel  at  all  for 
several  days.  During  this  time  we  were  engaged  in  caching  the  goods. 

At  one  time,  on  the  6th  of  November,  the  thermometer  dropped  to  11 
degrees  below  zero.  As  soon  as  the  weather  permitted  we  pressed  on 

towards  Salt  Lake  City,  traveling  up  the  Sweet  TT"ater,  and  taking 

every  advantage  possible  of  roads  and  conditions  to  save  ^he  people, 
but  in  spire  of  all  that  we  could  do  many  were  laid  to  rest  by  the 
wayside.  These  matters  I  do  not  desire  to  dwell  upon.  I  would  rather 
forget  them  and  look  at  the  brighter  side,  and  thank  the  Lord  for  his 
kind  providence  in  saving  those  whom  he  did  spare. 

In  traveling  up  tne  Sweet  Water  we  began  to  meet  teams  sent  to 
our  aid,  which  relieved  the  situation  to  such  an  extent  that  when  we 
reached  the  head  of  the  Sweet  Water  we  were  able,  on  the  19th  of 

November  to  get  most,  if  not  all  of  the  emigrants  in  tne  wagons,  and 

from  this  on  we  made  good  time. 

On  arriving  at  Dry  Sandy,  as  will  be  seen,  George  D.  Grant, 
William  H.  Kimball  and  others  left  Salt  Lake  City,  leaving  me  in 
charge  of  the  camp.  W e  were-  then  making  good  progress  daj-  b.  aa^  ,  - 
though  it  appeared  at  times  that  our  road  was  entirely  blocked  with 
snow.  However,  we  met  with  no  difficulties  that  ;are  ct  easily 
come  until  we  arrived  at  East  Canyon  on  November  28th.  e  found  the 
road  there  sideling,  but  were  enabled  to  get  all  the  wagons  over 
safely.  Thanks  to  the  foresight  of  President  Brigham  cung, 
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who  nad  kept  ox-tcams  constantly  traveling  up  and  down  the  big  - 
mountain  to  keep  the  road  open  for  us.  We  succeeded  in  getting 
over  that  part  of  our  journey  without  serious  difficulty,  although 
the  walls  of  snow  on  each  side  were  as  high  as  the  bows  of  the 
wagons,  and  those  who  witnessed  the  sight  can  never  forget  it,  as 
those  104  wagons  freighted  with  human  beings  who  had  been  so 
miraculously  saved,  wended  their  way  up  this  mountain.  It  was  in¬ 
deed  to  us  a  great  sight,  as  we  were  now  near  our  homes. 

I  cannot  leave  this  subject  without  expressing  thanks  to 
those  brave  men  who  were  constant  day  and  night  in  their  efforts 
to  save  the  people,  and  more  especially  do  I  wish  to  remember 
those  who  endangered  their  lives  to  carry  expresses  East  and  West 
under  the  most  difficult  circumstances:  notable  among  those  were: 
Jos.  A.  Young,  Steven  Taylor,  C.  H.  Wheelock,  Abel  Garr  and  Dan 
Jones,  most  of  whom  have  passed  away.  Of  course,  too  much  credit 
cannot  be  given  to  the  entire  company  for  their  indefatigable 
labors  night  and  day,  as  before  stated,  to  save  the  people. 

Now,  my  dear  friends,  I  feel  I  have  trespassed  upon  your 
time  as  much  or  more  than  I  should  have  done,  and  earnestly  hope 
that  this  information  may  aid  you  in  obtaining  a  more  correct 
history  of  that  important  event.

WILLIAM  BURTON  son  of  Samuel  Burton  and.  Hannah  Shipley,  was  horn 
(according  to  Temple  Index  ends?  October  2,  1  09  (or  1807)  at 
Garthrcp,  Lancashire,  England*  He  was  one  of  a  family  of  fourteen 
children*  T  Is  parents  emigrated  to  Am orica  in  181°,  and  after 
residing  two  or  three  years  in  New  York  State,  they  removed  to 
Western  Canada.  Two  Mormon  missionaries  carae  into  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  where  the  Burton  family  resided,  and  soon  thereafter  they 
joined  the  Church.  Some  time  in  1888,  the  family  left  Canada  for 
Far  West,  Caldwell  County,  Missouri.  They  had  learned  of  the 
persecutions  of  the  Saints  when  they  reached  Walnut  G-rove,  Knox 
County,  Illinois.  They  therefore,  concluded  to  remain  there  where 
a  branch  of  the  Church  was  organized,  and  there  the  Burton  family 
resided  for  about  two  years.  They  then  removed  to  Nauvoo. 

William  Burton  was  baptized  into  the  Church,  ordained  an 
Elder,  and  given  certificates  signed  by  Lera  Pulsipher,  December 
23,  1837,  and  Sidney  Rigdon,  President,  May  10,  1839,  authorizing 
him  to  preach  the  Gospel,  which  he  did  almost  continuously  until 
his  death. 

At  a  Conference  held  in  Quincy,  December  9,  1838, 

William  Burton  was  Clerk  of  the  Conference,  Charles  C.  Rich, 

Moderator. 

It  was  on  November  28,  1839,  that  Joseph  ood.  and  William 
Burton  left  their  homes  to  preach  the  Gospel (Half  Breed  Tract,  Iowa 
Territory  -  On  the  14th  of  March  1840,  he  returned  from  his 
first  mission  -  the  length  being  three  and  one-half  months. 

At  a  Conference  held  at  Walnut  Grove  William  Burton  was 
again  appointed  Clerk  of  the  Conference,  which  was  held  July  10,1841. 

August  5th,  1841,  William  Burton,  in  company  with  I  oses  Smith 
again  left  home  to  preach  the  Gospel,  holding  meetings  in  Illinois, 
Ohio,  Canada,  Michigan,  and  other  places,  as  will  be  seen  by  reading 
his  journal.  From  this  mission  lie  returned  to  v~alnut  Grove 
July  8,  1842,  having  been  absent  from  his  home  11  months  and  3  days. 

At  a  special  Conference  held  in  Nauvoo,  August  28,  1842, 
William  Burton  was  called  upon  by  the  Twelve  to  go  and  preaoh,  which 
he  did  round  about,  but  was  not  able  to  fill  nny  lengthy  mission  until 
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the  Fall  of  1843. 


On  October  2nd.  1845.  He  left  Walnut  Grove,  in  comp  any  wiohhis 
wife  she  was  to  make  her  last  visit  to  her  aged  parents,  who  re¬ 
sided  in  the  Western  port  of  Canada. 

April  80.  1844.  William  Burton  left  the  township  of  Her sea,  Canada 
West  in  company  with  his  brother  R*  T.  Burton,  for  the  State  of 
Ohio.  On  the  loth  of  April  1845,  William  Burton  left  Franklin 
for  Michigah  bound  for  Nauvoo,  when  he  got  to  Ottawa,  160  miles 
from  Nauvoo,  his  wife  was  taken  sick,  which  detained  him  one  week. 
They  arrived  in  Nauvoo  in  May,  1845,  thankful  that  they  had  been 
delivered  from  the  hands  of  their  enemies,  and  acknowledging  the 
goodness  of  their  Heavenly  Father  for  His  protecting  care  over  them. 
William  Burton  then  began  go  prepare  to  go  West;  but  again  he  went 
on  e  preaching  tour,  and  also  into  Canada  to  dispose  of  his  property 
but  it  was  net  an  easy  matter. 

William  Burton  was  with  the  Heber  C.  Kimball  Company  of  the

He  was  received  kindly  by  Brother  Pratt  on  the  14th  of  September, 
1850,  (Saturday),  lie  was  assigned  to  the  Lincolnshire  Conference. 

In  consequence  of  Brother  Babbitt  not  not  going  to  America,  William 
Burton  was  sent  to  the  Edinburgh  Conference  to  labor  with  Elder 
C.  Dunn,  with  whom  he  had  traveled  in  America.  Later  the  Edinburgh 
Conference  was  divided,  and  William  Burton  was  appointed  to 
preside  over  the  Dundee  Conference,  Sunday,  December  6,  1850.

He  labored  in  this  Confei'ence  until  ho  was  taken  sick  -  before 
the  cuddle  of  March,  1351.  In  his  journal  he  writes  on  Thursday, 
.liiuh  6  bn.  1351.  1  wrote  a  letter  to  ray  brother  jft.  T.  Burton, 

Salt  Lake  Valley  Deseret.  This  is  the  lapt  entry  in  his  Journal. 
Having  suffered  a  severe  cold  for  several  days,  Elder  Burton 
left  Dundee  on  the  8th  of  March,  1851 t  to  attend  the  Edinburgh 
Conference.  Arriving  at  4  P.  M.  at  George  P.  Waugh’s,  wearied, 
he  immediately  retired.  The  Elders  administered  to  him.  Elder 
I.  0.  Angus  remaining  v/ith  him.  Fever,  end  pains  in  cioe  and 
chest,  then  coughing  continued;  his  condition  grew  worse.  He 
recognized  his  friends,  but  partial  delirium  prevented  conversa¬ 
tion.  Weakness  gained  on  him  until  5:45  P.  M.  March  IV,  1851, 
he  passed  into  a  quiet  sleep,  with  raised  hands. 

His  was  a  life  of  sacrifice  and  service. 

WILLIAM  BURTON  was  interred  in  the  Caltcn  Cemetery,  Edinburgh, 

March  SO,  3.851. 


The  date  of  his  baptism  and  ordination  to  the  Priesthood,  we  have 
not  been  able  to  obtain,  as  yet.  However,  it  most  likely  occurred 

in  1836,  or  early  in  1837.

The  Conference  being  called  to  order,  ^amuel  Smith  was  chosen 
President  of  the  Conference;  William  Burton,  Clerk,  and 
Charles  C.  Rich,  Moderator. 

Thanks  being  given  to  the  Almighty;  the  President  then 
stated  some  of  the  circumstances  under  ?/hich  the  Conference 
was  called  at  this  critical  state  of  affairs.

The  first  business  which  was  presented  was  the  case  of 
WILLIAM  W.  RUST,  respecting  his  ordination,  he  previously  being 
ordained  by  Brother  Brown.  The  circumstance  was  stated;  the 
Conference  accepted  the  ordination;  several  warm  addresses  were 
delivered  by  the  brethren  upon  their  present  circumstances  and 
exhorted  each  other  to  stand  fast  In  the  Redeemer’s  cause. 

After  prayer  the  Conference  was  adjourned  to  meet  the 
next  sabbath.

Journal  of  Joseph  Wood.  WILLIAM  BURTON  left  their  home  to 

preach  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  on  the  above  date;  held  a 
meeting  on  the  30th,  five  miles  from  Warsaw;  the  day  following 
held  meeting  twice  in  Warsaw. 

Tuesday,  the  3rd  of  December,  attended  a  funeral;  the  next 
day  in  the  evening  held  meeting  at  Brother  Lyman’s,  14  miles 
from  Cuincy. 

gn  Sunday,  December  8th,  1839,  held  meeting  twice  in  fuincy. 
Monday,  December  9th,  left  \uincy,  went  to  Brother  Cook’s  and 
came  to  Brother  Whittle’s,  then  to  Father  Baker’s;  left  Father 
Baker’s  on  the  12th,  in  the  evening  held  a  meeting  at  Brother 
Butler’s  about  10  miles  from  Ouincy,  to  an  attentive  but  small 
congregation,  almost  all  Saints.  I  preached  from  Matthew  the 
24th  chapter  beginning  at  the  37th  verse.  Brother  Wood  closed  by 
making  some  remarks  very  appropriate  to  the  subject;  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord  rested  upon  us.  The  next  morning  we  pursued  our 
journey,  and  in  the  evening  we  preached  in  a  small  village  called 
Montgomery,  20  miles  from  ruinoy.  Brother  Wood  spoke  from  Genesis 
12th  chapter,  1st,  2nd,  and  3rd  verses.  I  followed  him;  -  here 
our  hearers  was  generally  Saints. 

On  the  13th  we  came  to  Brother  Brown’s;  -  The  next  day  being 
Sabbath,  we  held  a  meeting  twince,  but  not  any  persons  cane  to 
hear,  but  Saints,  however,  the  Lord  was  with  us,  the  distance  was 
about  10  miles  from  Montgomery. 

This  being  the  16th  of  December,  1839,  Brother  Wood  not 
being  very  well  we  stopped  with  Brother  Brov/n  until  Tuesday,  and 
held  another  meeting  with  the  Saints  on  Monday  evening;  I  delivered 
a  short  discourase  from  the  1st  Psalm  3rd  verse.  Brother  Wood 
followed.  On  Tuesday  we  came  about  eight  miles;  my  eyes  being 
very  sore,  we  tarried  until  Thursday  morning;  however,  we  pre¬ 
vailed  upon  them  to  have  a  meeting  on  Wednesday  evening.

This  being  Fridat  the  20th,  we  left  Perry 
and  turned  our  course  towards  the  north;  we  traveled  about  six 
miles  and  obtained  the  privilege  to  preach.

Elder  Lebbeus  Coons,  represented  the  Church  at 
Richland  Grove.,  Mercer  County,  consisting  of  13  members,  4  Elders, 
1  Teacher,  1  Beacon,  a  number  of  persons.

(JOURNAL  OF  WILLIAM  BURTON: ) 

August  5th.  1841.  Left  home  August  5th,  1841,  in  company  with 
Elder  Moses  Smith.  Place  of  residence  Walnut  Grove,  loiox  County, 
Illinois.  We  traveled  to  Perkin’s  Grove  4  railcs  north  of  Greenfield 
Bureau  City,  61  miles. 

Sunday,  August  8th.  1841. held  a  meeting  in  hover,  a  small  but  at¬ 
tentive  congregation.  The  same  day  we  held  a  meeting  in  Perkin’s 
Grove. 

Monday.  Au  nst  9th.  1841.  Baptized  two  persons;  held  a  meeting  in 
the  afternoon  and  evening,  and  the  power  of  God  rested  upon  us. 
Tuesday.  August  1,0th,  1841,  Held  a  meeting  in  Dover,  but  tho 
prejudice  of  the  people  was  so  great  that  our  congregation  was 
smaller  than  at  our  previous  appointments. 

Friday.  August  15th.  1841,  Held  a  meeting  at  Perkin’s  Grove,  about 
five  miles  from  the  place  where  we  held  our  previous  meeting. 

Sunday  August  15th.  184jU  We  held  two  meetings  at  the  house  of 
Brother  Anderson,  Perkin’s  Grove,  to  an  attentive  congregation. 

The  truth  rested  upon  the  people. 

Monday.  August  16th,  1841.  fife  baptised  one,  held  meeting  in  the 

.  evening. 

On  Wednesday  the  18th  I  arrived  at  Ottawa,  and  on  the  evening 
follo?/ing  held  a  meeting  in  the  Mechanics  hall  to  a  very  attentive 
congregation,  and  larger  than  usual  upon  such  an  occasion. 

Sutuaftay,  August  21st.  1841,  I  held  another  meeting,  but  my  congre¬ 
gation  was  smaller  than  before. 

Sunday,  /.ugust  22nd ,  1841.  -  I  preached  at  4  o’clock  P.M.  ;  the 
congregation  was  larger  than  either  of  the  other  times  before 
mentioned,  and  gave  'ood  attention.  So  many  stories  being  afloat 
in  the  newspapers  had  a  tendency  to  stop  the  spread  of  the  truth  in 
this  Town,  and  also  other  places;  but  the  Lord  will  not  forsake  His 
servants. 

On  the  25th  of  August  I  left  Ottawa,  and  came  to  Plainfield; 
5Ka3nsiix±iiXHM^x£Hi±H±  about  40  miles.  I  held  a  meeting  on  Thursday 
evening  August  26th,  one  mile  from  the  village.  I  had  but  a  very 
small  congregation.  The  next  day  I  passed  through  Juliet  to 
Twelve  Mile  Grove,  where  I  found  a  small  number  of  Saints.  I  remained

with  them  until  Sunday,  August  29  th,  and  held  a  meeting  in  the 
forenoon,  While  there  I  visited  the  tombs  of  two  Indian  chiefs, 
who  were  deposited  above  the  ground  in  small  log  huts,  placed  in  a 
sitting  posture;  opposite  one  of  them  stood  a  stake,  with  red  marks 
across  it  denoting  the  number  of  persons  i:e  killed  when  living, 

From  this  Grove  I  went  to  Thorne  Grove  ,  18  miles,  I  proceeded 
on  my  journey  to  Laporte ,  Indiana,  55  miles;  did  not  stop  to  hold 
any  meetings; in  Laporte  I  found  a  number  of  Saints  and  Carried  with 
them  all  night.  The  next  morning  I  took  ray  leave  of  the  saints,  for 
Canada,  I  found  a  person  that  was  going  there  in  a  wagon,  with  whom 
I  bargained  to  take  me  wioh  him  to  Canada,  Nothing  occurred  of 
importance  during  ray  journeying,  seven  days  from  Laporte, 

1  reached  Canada  on  Sunday,  September  12th,  1G41.  I  held  a  meeting 
in  her sea  to  a  very  attentive  congregation.  On  the  Wednesday  following, 
Wednesday.  Lent ember  15th,  I  held  a  meeting  on  Sandwich  Street,  and 
confirmed  four  persons. 

Friday,  September  17th,  1841,  In  the  evening  I  held  a  meeting  in  the 
Fadge  school  house;  had  a  very  attentive  congregation.  The  Lord  sup¬ 
ported  rae  vui  ch  His  Spirit,  and  X  hope  that  the  words  spoken  will 
leave  a  lasting  impression  on  the  minds  of  the  people. 

Sunday.  September  19th,  1641,  1  held  two  meetings  in  Hersea  Street. 

I  had  very  good  liberty  in  opening  the  Testimony  to  them.  Not  anything 
of  importance  occurred  during  this  time. 

On  Tuesday  evening  I  held  a  meeting  in  Sandwich  Street;  the  congre¬ 
gation  gave  good  attention  to  the  words  spoken, 

I  was  now  on  ny  way  to  Ohio  to  visit  my  relatives  who  lived  in 
that  State,  I  took  a  steamboat  at  Detroit  for  Toledo,  where  I  arrived 
the  same  day.  The  next  day  I  visited  my  friends  who  reside  in  Lucas 
County,  near  Toledo,  who  were  all  in  good  health. 

September  2Gth ,  1841,  I  meld  a  meeting  at  the  house  of  Llr,  .Joseph  Roop 
about  five5  miles  from  Toledo.  My  congregati  on  was  buts  small,  but 
gave  good  attention.  The  following  evening  I  preached  six  miles  from 
my  previous  appointment  in  a  school  house,  near  Tremainsville.  The 
room  was  well  filled  and  also  gave  good  attention.  The  next  evening, 
September  50th.  I  held  a  meeting  in  the  same  house;  the  power  of  God 


rested  upon  rae,  which  enabled  me  to  open  the  testimony  to  the  under-

standing  of  the  people. 

October.  1st.  1841.  I  held  a  meeting  in  a  school  house  from  the 
above  mentioned  place  about  7  miles.  The  congregation  was  considerable 
large,  and  gave  rood  attention  to  the  word  spoken. 

Sunday.  October  3rd.  1841.  X  preached  in  the  school  house  near  Tremains- 
ville;  the  house  was  filled  to  overflowing.  I  had  very  good  lioerty 
in  speaking;  but  after  I  had  got  through  speaking  a  Methodist  preacher 
rose  up  and  oesifea  to  speak.  He  proceeded  to  oppose  what  had  been 
advanced  respecting  the  personal  reign  of  Christ,  &o« ,  and  wanted  to 
make  the  congregation  believe  that  God  s/as  a  being  without  body,  parts 
or  passions.  He  spoke  in  a  very  ridiculous  manner,  but  he  did  not 
succeed  very  well  in  his  attempt.  I  replied  to  him,  which  pleased 
the  congregation  much,  .after  that  another  minister  rose  up,  but  the 
people  did  not  want  to  hear  him;  therefore,  they  had  to  leave,  and 
that  to  their  disgrace  and  shame  in  the  sight  of  those  that  were 
pre  sent • 

Up  to  this  date.  October  4.  1841.  I  have  traveled  rising  7GC  miles, 
and  preached  £0  times  since  X  left  home.  On  Monday  evening  I  held  a 
meeting  in  the  same  place  that  I  did  on  the  Sabbath  day.  The  congrega¬ 
tion  was  larger  than  at  either  of  the  previous  nights. 

October  5th.  1841.  I  held  a  meeting  about  7  miles  from  there. 

On  the  following  night  October  6th,  I  held  a  meeting  in  what  is  called 
the  Horton  school  house.  The  assembly  was  vary  attentive  to  the  Word 
of  Life.  The  next  evening  I  spoke  in  the  Tremainsvillex  school  house. 
Hot  anything  particular  occurred.  The  attention  was  g  ;oa  as  usual. 

On  Bunday.  October  10th.  1841.  I  held  two  meetings;  the  congregations 
was  very  attentive  at  both  the  places. 

Monday,  October  11th,  I  purposed  starting  for  Canada,  but  was  not 
able,  having  caught  a  severe  cold,  which  fell  into  my  face  and  jaw. 
Therefore,  I  did  not  leave  Ohio  until  the  2£nd  of  October. 

October  24th,  1841,  I  arrived  in  Mersea,  Canada,  at  my  relatives. 
Thursday.  October  28th.  1841.  I  held  a  meeting,  but  my  congregation 
was  very  small.  On  Friday,  October  29th,  I  started  for  the  State  of 
Michigan;  there  being  considerable  opposition  I  thought  it  best  to 
get  an  Elder  to  labor  with  me  in  Canada  if  I  should  return  there 
ag&flm.  Up  to  this  time  I  have  traveled  920  miles.

November  2nd,  1841,  Plymouth  Corners. 

Thursday  evening  the  4th  Inst.  I  held  a  meeting  in  the  Town  of 
Livonia;  also  the  next  night.  Iiy  congregations  were  but  small. 

Sunday.  November  7th.  1841.  I  held  a  meeting  in  the  Town  of  Canton; 
there  are  branches  of  the  Church  in  the  above  named  places;  the 
Saints  were  very  anxious  to  hear  the  word  of  life,  there  being  no 
Elder  in  this  region  of  country. 

Sunday  the  14tli  I  held  a  meeting  in  Livonia.  My  congregation  was 
very  attentive. 

November  24th.  1841.  I  held  a  meeting  in  the  Town  of  Canton.  The 
reason  of  my  not  holding  more  meetings  in  this  region  is  because 
there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  preaching  by  others,  but  few  have  any 
anxiety  to  hear. 

Friday  November  26th,  1841,  In  the  evenixig  i  held  a  meeting  in  company 
with  Elder  M.  Martin.  On  Sunday  the  28th,  I  held  two  meetings  to 
considerably  larger  congregations,  which  I  hope  will  be  productive  of 
good. 

Monday  November  29th,  I  went  to  Livonia,  held  a  meeting  there. 

On  Tuesday  evening  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  rested  upon  me  in  mighty 
power.  Sunday.  December  5th.  1841.  I  held  a  meeting  in  Canton; 
congregation  small;  weather  not  being  favorable. 

Tuesday  December  7th.  1841.  I  started  for  Jackson  County,  arrived 
there  on  the  8th,  but  did  not  hold  any  meetings  until  Sunday,  having 
a  very  bad  cold.  I  was  able  to  speak;  my  congregation  was  very 
attentive.  Monday  evening.  I  held  a  meeting;  the  house  was  very 
much  crowded;  no  opposition  was  manifest. 

On  Tuesday,  i  was  requested  to  hold  a  meeting  in  anocher  part  of  the 
settlement,  which  I  did  to  a  very  attentive  assmebly.  On  the  16th 
I  held  another  meeting  in  the  former  place  where  I  held  tuo  meetings 
previous. 

December  17th.  1841.  I  held  a  meeting  in  another  school  house.  The 
congregation  was  small  but  attentive. 

On  Saturday  evening  I  was  reouested  to  speak  on  points  of  doctrine 
in  the  place  where  I  held  one  meeting  previous,  lo  opposition  was 
manifested  but  very  ood  attention.

In  the  forenoon  I 
preached  at  the  school  house;  In  the  afternoon  I  baptized  one,  and 
held  a  meeting  at  Brother  Bouck’s;  administered  the  Sacrament  to  the 
Saints  -  the  principal  part  of  .he  Branch  being  present. 

On  the  5th  of  January  I  started  for  Jackson  County. 

On  Sunday  the  9th,  I  held  meetings;  my  congregations  we re  very 
attentive;  the  Lord  poured  out  Ilis  Spirit  upon  me.  On  the  two  fol¬ 
lowing  evenings  I  preached; in  one  of  these  places  was  the  first  time 
that  any  one  of  our  order  had  preached  there.  There  was  a  desire 
for  me  to  hold  more  meetings  in  that  region. 

January  14th,  1842,  I  started  for  Calhoun  County  to  visit  the 
Brethren  there  and  strengthen  them.  I  found  them  in  rather  a  shat¬ 
tered  condition;  they  were  very  much  in  want  of  an  Elder  to  settle 
their  difficulties.  Brother  Dalton  being  with  me,  we  called  the 
Branch  together,  but  we  found  their  difficulties  to  be  so  serious 
that  we  adjourned  the  case  for  further  counsel. 

On  Sunday  the  16th,  I  held  two  meetings  three  miles  east  of 
Homer.  The  congregations  paid  good  attention. 

On  the  17th  I  held  a  meeting,  and  one  also  the  next  day.  On  the 
19th,  I  started  for  Jackson  County,  but  did  not  hold  any  meeting  un¬ 
til  Sunday,  January  23rd,  1842,  my  health  not  being  good.  Being  in¬ 
disposed  in  body  I  did  not  hold  any  more  meetings  until  the  10th  of 
February.

In  Napoleon, 
Thursday  I  held  another  meeting* 

March  25th,  1842,  I  preached  in  the  village  of  Sharon  to  a  very 
attentive  assembljr;  but  alter  I  got  through  speaking  a  Baptist  rose 
up  to  ask  some  questions,  and  spoke  in  rather  an  abusive  manner,  but 
he  did  not  gain  any  credit.  He  was  sharply  reproved  by  some  of  the 
congregation. 

On  the  Sabbath  following  I  held  a  meeting  in  the  same  place.  Eider 
J.  Barlow  was  present  and  made  some  remarks  after  me.  On  the  50th 
of  March,  1842,  I  left  Jackson  County  for  Wayne,  Canton,

But  thoughts  like  these  came  into  my  mind:  Here  the 
poor  Indian  used  to  roam  and  chase  the  wild  deer;  no  white  man  him  to 
molest,  to  interrupt  his  chase  or  gam© ; around  these  waters  he  could  camp 
and  repose  his  weary  limbs,  nor  dream  of  white  men  that  should  drive 
him  from  his  hunting  ground,  and  by  the  works  of  art  destroy  his  game 
and  share  in  the  spoil.  But  now  the  War  fhoop  is  heard  no  more  in 
these  parts;  the  Red  Pan  roams  far  to  the  West;  the  sound  of  the  hammer 
the  voice  of  the  husbandman  is  heard;  the  blatting  of  sheep  and  lowing 
of  herds.

On  the  26th  we  came  to  Superior. 

On  the  50th  of  April  and  1st  of  Pay,  1842,  held  a  meeting  in  the 
Town  of  Sharon;  Saturday  our  congregation  was  small.

The  next  day  we  went  to 
Royaloak,  and  on  Thursday,  Lay  Ibth.  held  a  meeting  in  the  village 
of  Loyal;  E,  Serrine  preached. 

Friday.  May  20th.  1842.  On  this  uay  at  £  o’clock  P,  M.  the  Conference 
commenced.  E.  Serrine  was  chosen  President,  and  I  was  chosen  Clerk. 
Remarks  were  made  by  several  of  the  Eiders  upon  the  principles  of  the 
Gospel.  Elder  0.  Franklin  preached.  Adjourned  until  the  21st  at 
half  past  ten  o’clock.  Elder  Brown  preached.  There  was  given  an 
intermission  of  an  hour  and  a  half.  The  Conference  was  opened  by 
prayer  by  Elder  oerrine.  I  delivered  a  discourse  upon  the  subject  of 
the  “Kingdom  to  be  set  up  in  the  last  days,  as  spoken  of  by  Daniel 
*  *  *  ",  After  which  e.  number  of  the  Elders  gave  instruction  respecting 
teaching  the  principles  of  the  Gospel,  Bo  closed  the  scenes  cf  that  day. 
Sunday,  half  past  ten  o’clock.  The  Conference  was  opened  ,vith  prayer 
by  William  Burton.  The  President  spoke  on  the  subject  of  “Election.’’ 
During  the  intermission  three  persons  were  baptized.  We  met  again. 
Administered  the  Sacrament,  Ac.  Bo  closed  the  scenes  of  that  day. 
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MAY,  1842* 


Monday  May  25rd.  1642.  On  this  day  Brother  Serrine  held  a  discussion 
upon  the  "BOOK  OF  MORMON." 

Tuesday.  Hay  24th.  We  left  Royaloak  and  came  to  Livonia,  a  distance 
of  17  miles. 

Wednesday.  Hay  25th.  Went  to  Canton  to  Brother  Bouck’s,  Wrote  a 
letter  to  Nauvoo. 

Friday.  May  27th.  1842. Left  Superior  for  Brown’s  Town  -  a  distance 
of  30  miles;  held  a  two  days’  meeting  there,  on  the  28th  and  29th. 
Saturday,  May  23th,  I  preached  in  the  forenoon;  Elder  Dana  in  the 
afternoon. 

Sunday.  29th  of  May.  Elder  Serrine  preached  in  the  forenoon.  During 
the  intermission  tv*o  were  baptized.  At  5  o’clock,  opened  the  meeting. 

I  delivered  a  discourse;  some  remarks  were  made  by  Elder  Serrine.  We 
then  dismissed  the  meeting.  So  closed  the  scenes  of  that  day. 

Monday.  Hay  30th.  1642.  Left  Brown’s  Town  and.  went  to  Detroit  -  a 
distance  of  15  miles;  stopped  there  one  night;  the  'next  day  went  into 
Canada,  traveled  rising  of  30  miles,  stopped  all  night  at  J.  Stoekwell’s. 
The  following  day,  the  1st  of  June,  went  to  Father  Oates,  found  him  in 
rather  a  feeble  state  of  health.  The  greater  part  of  this  week  I  spent  in 
visiting  my  relatives  and  friends.  Elder  Dana  was  with  me. 

On  Sunday,  June  5th.  1842.  We  held  a  meeting  in  Mersea  at  the  lower 
School  house.  Brother  Dana  opened  the  meeting  by  prayer.  I  preached 
a  discourse  from  the  11th  chapter  of  Romans.  Elder  Dana  spoke  after 
me.  We  had  a  very  crowded  house;  the  congregation  gave  good  atten¬ 
tion. 

Tuesday,  June  7th,  1842,  We  started  for  the  State  of  Michigan;  traveled 
about  16  miles,  held  a  meeting  on  Sandwich  Street;  Brother  Dana  spoke 
and  I  followed  him.  The  next  day  went  to  Detroit,  stopped  there  all 
night.  On  the  9th  wo  went  to  Brother  Hoagland’s,  stopped  there  for 
the  night.  The  next  day  went  to  Brother  Boyce’s,  stopped  there  all 
night.  The  following  day  went  to  Livonia,  held  a  meeting  there  at 
Sister  Joshlin’s;  Elder  Dana  preached.  I  made  some  remarks  in  the 
afternoon.  Held  a  meeting  in  Redford  at  Brother  Boyce’s;  -  I  preached; 
the  congregation  was  very  attentive.  This  was  Sunday,  June  12th.. 

Monday.  June  15th.  1842.  We  went  to  visit  the  sick;  administered  to two 
persons;  blessed  two  children,  and  returned  to  Brother  Boyce’s. 
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JUNE,  1842. 


Tuesday.  June  14th.  1842.  Went  to  Franklin;  held  a  meeting  there 
at  5  o’clock,  I  preached.  The  congregation  was  but  small  but  ;ave 
good  attention.  On  the  18th  I  left  Franklin  for  Canton,  arrived 
there  the  same  day  -  distance  about  30  miles. 

Sunday.  June  19th.  1842:  Held  a  meeting  in  the  Town  of  Superior;  had 
a  large  and  attentive  congregation.  This  was  my  farewell  address. 

The  inhabitants  of  this  region  met  with  the  Saints  to  do  some  Church 
business;  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  rested  upon  this  day. 

Monday.  June  20th.  1842.  I  left  Superior  for  Jackson  County,  -  distance 
36  miles;  held  a  meeting  in  the  village  of  Sharon  on  the  22nd,  to  a 
small  but  attentive  congregation.  The  next  day  I  pursued  my  journey  to¬ 
ward  Illinois.  At  Grass  Lake  Center  I  met  the  company  of  Brethren 
that  I  calculated  to  go  West  with,  they  were  destined  for  Nauvoo; 
this  was  on  the  23rd  of  June.  We  stopped  all  night  three  miles  east 
of  Jacksonburgh. 

June  24th.  1842.  Passed  through  Jacksonburgh,  Concord,  Homer;  stopped 
for  the  night  two  miles  west  of  Homer. 

June  25th.  1842.  Passed  through  Teronsha  and  Union  City;  stopped  over 
Sabbath  about  10  miles  from  Union  City  with  a  man  by  the  name  of  Arnold 
Latham,  town  of  Leander;  dined  St.  Joseph  county;  held  a  meeting  there 
to  a  very  attentive  assembly.  I  preached  upon  the  principles  of  our 

faith. 

June  27th.  1842.  We  pursued  our  journey  that  we  passed  through  Centerville 
Constantine,  and  Mottville.  Stopped  two  nights  and  one  day  at  Brother 
Thompson’s,  two  miles  west  of  Mottville. 

June  28th.  1842.  I  preached  to  the  inhabitants  of  that  vicinity; 

Elder  Blanchard  made  some  remarks. 

June  29th.  1842.  We  continued  our  journey;  passed  through  Bristol, 

Elkhart  and  Mishawaka,  the  last  named  villages  are  in  the  State  of 
Indiana.  We  stopped  all  night  three  miles  from  South  Bend;  stopped 
all  night  five  miles  west  of  LaPorte. 
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JULY,  1842. 


July  1st.  1842.  Pussed  through  Laport  and  Valparaiso;  stopped  all 
night  this  side  of  the  last  named  village. 

July  2nd.  1642.  Purused  our  journey.  Stopped  over  Sabbath  about 
30  miles  East  of  Joliet;  held  a  meeting  there  to  a  small  but  attentive 
congregation.  I  preached  a  discourse  upon  the  subject  of  the  "Dispen¬ 
sation  of  the  Fulness  of  Times?  and  "the  Resurrection  of  the  Dead.” 

July  4th.  1842.  We  pursued  o\2r  journey;  stopped  over  night  near 
Juliet. 

July  5th.  1342.  Passed  through  Joliet.  Stopped  over  night  nine  miles 
East  of  Ottawa. 

July  6th.  1842. Passed  through  Ottawa  and  Peru.  Stopped  over  night 
four  miles  west  of  Peru. 

July  7th.  1842.  Passed  through  Princeton;  stopped  over  night  at 

i 

Providence. 

July  8th.  1842.  Passed  through  Lafayette,  and  arrived  at  Walnut  Grove, 
my  place  of  residence;  found  my  family  enjoying  tolerable  good  health. 

I  had  been  absent  from  home  eleven  (li.)  months  and  three  (3)  days. 

Shortly  after  my  arrival  at  home  I  went  to  Nauvoo ;  attended  a  special 
Conference  of  the  Male  members  of  the  Church  called  by  President 
Joseph  Smith,  for  the  purpose  of  sending  out  the  Elders.  This  Conference 
was  held  about  the  28th  of  August.  1842. 

I  was  called  upon  by  the  Twelve  to  go  and  preach.  I  accordingly 
returned  to  Knox  County  to  make  preparations  to  obey  the  call,  if  possible, 
but  I  was  not  able  to  accomplish  matters  so  that  I  could  go.  I  preached 
all  that  I  could  in  that  region  of  country,  and  baptised  some.  My 
circumstances  were  that  I  was  not  able  to  take  any  lengthy  mission  until 
the  Fall  of  1843.  On  October  2nd,  I  left  Walnut  Grove,  Knox  County, 
destined  for  Canada.  I  took  my  wife  along  with  me,  to  make  her  last  visit 
to  her  aged  parents,  who  resided  in  the  Western  part  of  Canada.

On  the  5th,  came  to  Princeton,  a  distance  of  37  miles. 

Sunday,  October  8,  1843.  Stopped  in  Ottawa,  -  Monday  pursued  our 
journey;  not  anything  of  importance  transpired. 

Sunday,  October  L5th,  1845,  I  preached  in  Porter  County,  near 
Valpariaso  to  a  small  congregation,  who  -were  attentive.  Elder  Grant 
was  laboring  in  that  region. 

0n_ the  16th,  I  preached  again  in  the  evening  at  Mr.  Main’s  house,  which 
was  crowded.  On  the  18th,  started  again  on  our  journey. 

Sunday,  October  22nd,  1643.  I  held  a  meeting  near  Mottsville.  I  did 
not  have  an  opportunity  to  preach  any  more  until  we  got  to  Canada. 

NOVEMBER  3rd,  1645,  I  held  a  meeting  on  Sandwich  Street. 

November  86th,  to  an  attentive  congregation;  the  next  day  preached 
again  in  the  same  neighborhood. 

DECEMBER  51st.  1845.  I  went  again  into  the  sane  place.  I  attended 
a  meeting  of  the  Baptist  order;  I  addressed  the  assembly  about  an 
hour;  in  the  evening  I  held  a  meeting;  the  truths  of  the  Gospel 
rested  with  weight  upon  the  minds  of  many  present. 
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JANUARY,  1844, 


January  7th.  1844,  I  held  a  meeting  on  Sandwich  Street;  I  also 
preached  again  in  the  evening;  my  congregations  were  very  attentive. 
The  mighty  God  of  Jacob  aided  me  by  his  Spirit. 

Tuesday.  January  9th.  1844.  I  preached  again  in  the  same  place.

We dne sday .  November  6th,  I  started  lor  Ohio  to  visit  my  friends  and 
preach  in  that  region  of  country,  I  arrived  in  the  vicinity  ot:  Toledo, 

on  the  7th. 

Sunday.  Kovember  10th,  1644,  I  preached  in  the  Houghton  school  house, 
to  an  attentive  congregation*  On  the  12th,  I  preached  near  Tronic  in- 
ville*  On  the  14th,  I  preached  in  the  evening  in  the  Town  at  Richfield; 
t&e  following  day  I  preached  again*  There  was  a  few  Saints  in  these 
parts  who  were  much  in  want  of  instruction,  &o. 

Sunday.  November  17th,  1044,  I  preached  in  the  forenoon  at  the  Prairie 
school  house;  in  the  afternoon  I  preached  in  the  Ha ugh ton  school  house. 

The  day  following  I  preached  in  the  same  vicinity  of  country.  During 
my  meetings  in  these  parts  good  attention  was  :iven  to  the  word  of  life. 
Sunday.  November  24th.  1844.  I  preached  in  the  Haughton  school  house. 
During  the  time  that  I  was  in  this  region  I  administered  to  several 
that  was  sick,  who  were  immediately  restored* 
hov ember  26th.  held  another  meeting. 

November  27th.  1844.  I  held  another  meeting;  my  congregations  were 
small,  but  attentive. 

Friday.  November  29th.  1844.  I  attended  another  meeting  in  the  some 
place.  Elder  Asa  Jeffords  being  present,  delivered  a  discourse. 

Sunday.  DECEMBER  1st.  1844.  We  held  two  meetings.  I  preached  in  the 
forenoon,  about  two  miles  Forth  -  those  meetings  were  in  Washington 
Township,  During  this  week  the  roads  were  bad  and  the  nights  dark,  there¬ 
fore,  I  did  not  have  any  meetings. 
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DiSCEMBKR,  1844* 


Monday.  December  9th.  1044,  I  preached  in  the  Brown  school  house. 

The  following  evening  I  preached  again  in  Haughton  settlement. 

December  14th,  1844.  I  held  another  meeting  in  the  same  place. 

Sunday.  December  18th.  1844.  Preached  in  the  forenoon  near  Tremains- 
ville,  and  in  the  evening  at  0.  lluughtonj s« 

.December  19  th.  1844.  I  baptized  three  persons,  and  preacnec.  in  the 
evening,  and  confirmed  those  that  were  baptized. 

Sunday.  December  L2nd.  1344.  I  preached  again  near  Trcmainsville  in 
the  forenoon,  and  in  the  evening  I  preached  at  C.  haught on*  s.  The 
congregation  was  very  solemn;  the  Lord  strengthened  me  to  declare  His 
word  in  this  region. 

December  24th.  1844.  I  bid  farewell  for  awhile  to  my  relatives  and 
friends,  and  started  for  Michigan.  I  found  some  Brethren  about  six 
miles  from  Monroe ,  and  I  stopped  and  preached  to  them;  in  the  evening 
of  the  same  day  many  more  came  to  hear  the  word  of  Life,  than  I  ex¬ 
pected,  and  they  pressed  upon  me  to  stay  longer,  and  held  so.®  more 
meetings,  but  I  could  not. 

December  26th.  15-14.  I  preached  in  Brown’s  Town  and  tarried  a  few  days 
to  organize  the  Branch. 

Sunday,  wee ember  29th.  1844,  I  preached  twice. 

December  50th.  1844.  I  again  pursued  my  journey  into  Oakland  County, 
During  the  time . that  I  was  gone  to  Ohio,  I  preached  24  times,  and 
baptized  thee  (5).  So  closed  the  year  1844.

Franklin.  Michigan.  January  1845, 

Having  just  returned  from  Ohio,  I  again  begin  ray  labcr  in  the 
State  of  Michigan. 

Sunday.  January  5th.  1045.  I  preached  in  Franklin  in  the  forenoon 
And  in  the  evening  about  three  miles  Hast.  The  house  was  very 
much  crov/dod.  After  I  got  through  speaking  several  persons  rose 
and  opposed  me.  I  replied  to  them;  they  were  well  aware  that 
their  attempts  were  vain  to  overthrow  the  Gospel. 

The  following  Sabbath.  January  12th.  I  preached  in  Royal  Oak, 
and  in  the  evening  about  three  miles  distant. 

Tuesday.  January  14th.  1845.  I  preached  in  Birmingham;  my  congre¬ 
gation  v;as  but  small;  they  gave  good  attention.  The  next  evening 
I  attended  meeting  in  Franklin,  and  settled  some  difficulties. 

I  then  v/ent  to  visit  the  Livonia  Branch,  and  Superior  branch,  but 
it  is  difficult  to  get  them  together. 

Monday.  January  20th.  1845.  I  preached  the  funeral  sermon  of 
Brother  Alisha  Kelly,  who  died  the  18th  inst.,  about  five  miles 
from  Plymouth.  There  was  a  very' Jorge  congregation;  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  rested  upon  me  in  poY/er.  At  this  time  a  person  came  from 
Ohio  for  me  to  go  and  administer  to  a  Niece  of  mine,  who  had  a 
fit  and  fell  into  the  fire,  and  got  badly  burned. 

Sunday.  January  26th.  1845.  I  preached  in  the  Prairie  school 
house  in  the  forenoon,  and  in  the  Haughton  school  house  in  the 
afternoon.  The  people  gave  good  attention.  The  nights  being 
dark  I  did  not  have  any  meeting  until  Sunday.  February  2nd. 

I  preached  twice  in  the  same  places  I  did  the  previous  Sabbath. 

Thursday.  February  6th.  1845.  I  left  Ohio  for  Michigan.  I  preached 
in  Livonia  on  Sunday.  February  9th. 

Saturday.  February  15th.  1045.1  attended  a  meeting  in  Southfield, 
with  Alder  Savage.  The  next  day  I  preached  in  the  Gould  school 
house  Southfield,  in  the  forenoon,  and  in  the  evening  about  two 
miles  from  there. 

Wednesday.  February  19th.  1845.  I  preached  a  funeral  sermon  to  a  very 
attentive  congregation.  On  the  21st,  I  preached  again  in  the  same  place. 
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FEBRUARY,  1845 


Sunday.  February  25rd.  1845 .  I  preached  about  three  miles  from 
Franklin*  During  my  labors  in  this  region  of  country,  together 
with  others,  many  appeared  to  believe  the  testimony  of  the  Gospel. 
Monday*  February  24th*  1845.  I  met  in  council  with  Elder  David 
Evans  and  others  in  Birmingham  at  I*  Savage’s  house;  Elder  Evans 
being  sent  from  Nauvoo  to  call  home  all  the  Elders,  and  collect 
tithing  for  the  Temple. 

Wednesday.  February  26th.  1845.  I  started  with  Elder  D.  Evans  to 
visit  several  branches  of  the  Church,  in  Oakland , Lap ier,  and 
Macomb  Counties.  On  the  27th  we  held  a  meeting  in  Oakland  Town. 

I  preached  and  was  followed  by  Elder  Evans.  The  next  day  we  met 
with  the  Branch  to  give  them  some  instruction  respecting  affairs 
in  the  West. 

MARCH.  1845. 

Sunday.  March  2nd.  1845*  We  held  a  meeting  in  Lapier  County;  I 
preached  and  was  followed  by  Elder  Evans. 

Tuesday.  March  4th.  1845.  We  held  a  meeting  in  the  Town  cf 
Washington,  Macomb  County,  with  the  brethren  and  sisters.  The 
next  evening  Elder  Evans  preached,  and  I  followed  him. 

I  then  returned  to  Oakland  County  to  make  preparations  to  go  to 
Nauvoo,  and  Elder  Evans  went  into  Canada. 

Sunday.  March  16th.  1845.  I  preached  in  the  Town  of  Southfield 
at  the  Gould  school  house;  the  roads  were  extremely  bad  in  this 
region  of  country,  that  it  was  almost  impossible  for  a  congrega¬ 
tion  to  get  together. 

On  the  22nd.  and  25rd  of  March.  1845.  We  held  a  Conference  in 
Franklin  to  instruct  the  Saints  upon  the  subject  of  Tithing,  and 
building  the  House  of  the  Lord,  and  also  the  necessity  for  all 
the  Travelling  Elders  to  return  home  to  assist  in  forwarding  the 
Temple.  I  called  the  meeting  to  order;  Elder  Evans  was  appointed 
to  preside,  and  I  was  chosen  Clerk.  A  feeling  of  love  and  union 
prevailed  throughout  the  Conference.  There  were  six  baptized. 

I  now  began  to  make  preparations  to  go  to  the  ;est. 
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APRIL,  1845 


0n  tbe  16th  of  April.  1845.  I  left  Franklin  for  Michigan,  bound 
for  Nauvoo;  came  to  Livonia  the  same  day,  tarried  there  until  the 
18th;  came  to  Woodruff’s  Mills,  Stopped  over  night  with  Brother 
Camel.  The  next  day  came  within  22  miles  of  Jacksonburgh  on  the 
20th.  I  stopped  over  night  7  miles  west  of  Jackson.  The  following 
day  arrived  at  the  Albion  branch.  I  tarried  there  one  day  and 
preached. 

April  25rd.  1845;  Proceeded  on  our  journey;  stopped  over  night 
with  Brother  G.  R.  Grant  who  lived  In  the  village  of  Albion. 

April  24th.  1845.  We  went  about  one  mile  to  a  Brother  Smith’s 
and  stopped  there  two  days,  it  being  rainy  weather,  and  also  I 
desired  to  see  Brother  Charles  Dalton  who  was  expected  there. 

April  26th.  1845.  Again  pursued  our  journey,  and  tarried  over 
night  with  a  Mr.  Joseph  Latham,  and  also  the  next  day  and  night, 
there  having  been  a  tremendous  storm  of  wind  and  rain  and  hail. 

Many  of  the  buildings  were  unroofed,  on  the  third  after  the  Storm, 
in  some  parts  of  the  country  through  which  I  passed  I  found  hail 
stones  as  large  almost  as  a  hen’s  egg.  The  fruit  trees  looked 
singular,  being  almost  destitute  of  bark,  and  for  several  miles 
the  forests  presented  a  different  appearance,  some  persons  were 
injured  by  the  hail  stones,  also  young  catle,  lambs,  &e.  were 
killed.  Thus  we  see  the  judgments  of  God  are  abroad  in  the  ^and. 

I  continued  ray  journey  homeward  by  the  same  route,  pretty 
much,  that  I  went,  in  going  to  Canada.  When  I  got  to  Ottawa,  which 
is  about  160  miles  from  Nauvoo,  my  wife  was  taken  sick,  which  detained 
me  one  week  there,  as  soon  as  she  got  better  I  pursued  my  journey. 

Not  anything  particular  transpired  the  remained  part  of  our  journey. 

We  arrived  at  Nauvoo  in  May, 

My  parents  we re  living  there  then,  who  were  much  rejoiced  to  see  us 
once  more,  being  absent  about  two  years. 

The  goodness  of  God  my  Heavenly  Father  towards  me  and  mine 
thus  far  demands  my  most  grateful  thanks,  that  while  my  enemies 
sought  my  destruction,  He  delivered  me  from  their  grasp.  My 
heart  leaped  with  joy  to  behold  my  Brethren  and  friends  who  were 
fellow  laborers  with  me  in  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
also  to  see  the  progress  of  the  Temple  -  the  walls  being  nearly 
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and  other  improvements  that  wero  made  in  the  City.  My  mind  re¬ 
flected  back  to  the  scenes  that  were  past,  when  first  the  Saints 
began  to  build  the  Temple  and  City,  in  tlieir  afflictions  and  poverty. 
What  a  change  had  taken  place]  in  the  face  of  the  country  where  it 
was  a  howling  wilderness  but  a  year  or  two  back.  It  was  now  a  part 
of  the  City.  What  people  could  have  accomplished  all  this  in  so 
short  a  period  of  time?  None  but  the  Saints  of  God,  having  to  con¬ 
tend  against  Mobocracy,  with  all  its  blasting  influences.  But 
there  was  one  change  more  that  had  taken  place  during  the  time  that 
I  was  out  on  my  mission;  -  that  grievous  and  hard  to  be  borne.  This 
was  the  Martyrdom  of  the  Prophet  and  Seer,  and  Patriarch,  whose 
voices  I  could  not  hear,  declaring  the  truths  of  Heaven.  But  their 
places  were  filled  by  others  much  better  than  I  once  was  supposed  thej^ 
could  have  been.  The  spirit  of  Joseph  appeared  to  rest  upon  Brigham. 
Lest  I  close  these  subjects  I  shall  make  my  Journal  too  lengthy.

About  the  1st  of  June.  1845,  ?Iy  wife  was  taken  very  sick,  and 
came  near  unto  death,  but  through  the  mercy  &*  our  Eternal  Fathrr, 
she  was  restored  to  health. 

Nothing  worthy  of  noticing  transpired  with  me  during  the  Sumner. 

I  labored,  generally  at  farming  to  obtain  support.  The  summer  months 
were  peaceable  with  but  few  exceptions. 

In  the  Fall  the  Mob  again  began  to  rally  their  forces.  They 

commenced  in  October  in  the  vicinity  of  Lima,  about  30  miles  from  the 

City  of  Joseph,  to  burn  the  houses  and  grain  belonging  to  the  saints, 
and  commit  other  depredations  to  perplex  and  annoy  the  Brethren. 

I  was  among  the  number  that  went  to  assist  the  Saints  to  move  to 
Nauvoo.  The  Authority  of  the  country  took  no  notice  of  those  out¬ 
rageous  deeds  for  some  time;  but  the  Sheriff  of  the  County,  being  a 

friend  to  Law  and  Order,  summoned  a  posse  to  aid  him  in  suppressing 
Mob  violence.  This  body  of  men  were  generally  Saints.  I  also 
volunteered  to  go,  and  I  rode  for  near  t?/o  weeks  in  various  parts  of 
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and  other  improvements  that  were  made  in  the  City,  My  nind  re¬ 
flected  back  to  the  scenes  that  were  past,  when  first  the  Saints 
began  t©  build  the  Temple  and  City,  in  their  afflictions  and  poverty.

In  the  Fail  the  Mob  again  began  to  rally  their  forces.  They 

commenced  in  Gotohe!*  in  the  vicinity  of  Lima,  about  30  miles  from  the 

City  of  Joseph,  to  burn  the  houses  and  grain  belonging  to  the  Saints, 
and  commit  oxher  depredations  to  perplex  and  annoy  the  Brethren. 

I  was  among  the  number  that  went  to  assist  the  Saints  to  move  to 
Nauvoo.  The  Authority  of  the  country  took  no  notice  of  those  out¬ 
rageous  deeds  for  some  tine;  but  the  Sheriff  of  the  County,  being  a 

friend  to  Law  and  Order,  summoned  a  posse  to  aid  him  in  suppressing 
Mob  violence.  This  body  of  men  were  generally  Saints.  I  also 
volunteered  to  go,  and  I  rode  for  near  two  weeks  in  various  ports  of

the  county.  Some  of  the  tine,  night  and  day  we  camped  near  the 
Mobocrats*  Head  Quarters;  -  they  fearing  an  attack  from  us,  fled  and 
crossed  the  Mississippi  into  the  Missouri.  However,  previous  to 
this  some  of  them  we  caught  in  the  act  of  burning,  who  ran  as  soon 
as  they  saw  us.  Me  pursued  them,  and  some  were  shot.  Me  finally 
succeeded  in  suppressing  them,  stopped  their  career  for  awhile. 

But  the  impression  that  these  things  made  upon  the  public  at  large,  was 
in  no  ways  favorable  to  us  as  a  people.  Fubiic  opinion  was  that  we 
must  leave  the  State;  Thus  Mobocracy  and  Misrule  in  the  end  were 
triumphant. 

The  Church  now  began  to  make  preparations  to  go  7'est.  Not  any¬ 
thing  of  importance  transpired  with  me  or  the  Church  in  general,  during 
all  this  time  of  trouble.  The  building  of  the  Temple  was  going  on 
as  fast  as  possible;  all  the  means  that  could  be  employed  were  used 
to  accomplish  that  object;  -  That  the  saints  might  receive  their 
Endowments,  before  leaving  this  boasted  land  of  Liberty. 

The  Anti-chambers  of  the  Temple  being  finished,  the  Twelve 
began  to  give  endowments,  -About  the  middle  of  December,  1840. 

On  the  23rd  of  December  I  went  into  the  Temple  to  receive  my  washing 
and  anointing  under  the  hands  of  the  following  Brethren:  hashed  by 
Clapp;  Anointed  by  Joseph  Young  and  Jedediah  G-rant.

Brigham  Young  decided  in  my  hearing  that  wherever  any  one  cf 
the  Twelve  was,  he  was  king;  and  Brother  Pratt  said  while  I  live 
in  fellowship  I  have  a  right  to  preside  over  every  living  being, 
except  Brigham  Young,  Heber  C.  Kimball,  ana  Orson  Hyde,  who  are 
older  than  myself;  and  this  council  shall  respect  thy  Priesthood 
in  this  thing,  or  suffer  the  loss. 

J*  Taylor  rose  and  said,  "I  v/as  in  favor  of  waiving  this 
matter  until  my  Quorum  came  up."  Bald,  "X  am  not  sorry  I  have  come 
here;  and  I  know  that  Brother  Pratt’s  teaching  his  day  is  true." 
Said,  "I  do  know  before  God  that  a  portion  of  this  Council  is  in 
transgression.  I  was  here  last  Saturday  and  I  was  ashamed  cf  the 
discord  that  prevailed.  There  is  more  confusion  in  this  Council 
than  J  ever  witnessed  before;  there  is  a  wrong  somewhere.

President  Smith  said:  "I  believe  Brothers  Pratt  and  Taylor 
have  a  right  to  set  things  to  rights  here,  and  proposed  to  call  on 
the  Council  to  see  if  they  would  sustain  Brothers  Pratt  and  T?y  lor 
in  their  Apostleship  and  receive  their  admonition  arid  instruction. 

C.  C.  Rich,  Coincided  and  moved  that  every  one  sustain  Brothers 
Pratt  and  Taylor,  and  all  the  Authorities  according  to  their  places, 
and  to  receive  the  instructions  and  admonitions  formerly  and  this 
day  given  by  himself  and  Elder  Taylor. 

J.  Murdock,  rose  and  said,  "There  is  an  impeachment  on  this 
Council  for  disowning  Brothers  Pratt  aid.  Taylor.  I  dc  rot  knew 
that  I  have  ever  disowned  them.  I  believe  them  to  be  Ape  sties. 

I  no v/ wish  to  know  who  is  impeachableV  Brother  Rich’s  motion  put, 
nov,  voted  against  it. 

P.  P.  Pratt  said:  "He  considered  the  whole  council  more  or 
less  impeachable  in  not  speaking  such  remarks  as  that  himself  and 
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(Report  of  meeting  -  2  ) 


and  Brother  Taylor  had  no  right  to  act  in  their  Apostleehlp  here 
until  the  ruorum  of  the  Tv/elve  came  up. 

John  Taylor  rose  and.  said  " I  knew  last  Saturday  there  was  a 
wrong  .spirit  in  the  Council,  said  by  request  that,  On  the  road 
Brigham  Young  said  providing  that  H.C.  got  out  of  the  way,  you 
(Elders  Pratt  and  Taylor)  have  a  right  to  go  before  the  people, 
and  set  matters  to  rights  in  connection  with  the  people.”

Brother  Pratt  remarked  that  he  had  cone  to  this  Council  and  made 
the  remarks  he  had  in  regard  to  the  Priesthood  and  authority,  not 
willingly,  but  of  necessity  to  maintain  his  own  standing  when  attacked. 
Pr e s 1 dent  ini th , moved  that  under  the  circumstances  of  Brother  Pratt, 
as  made  known  the  charge  vs#  I*  a.  Pratt  be  put  under  the  table; 
Seconded,  and  voted# 

W#  Snow’s  execution  or  warrant  ordinance  read  and  withdrawn. 

President  Smith  said,  ”His  reasons  for  kllsworth  &  Co.  not  going  to 
the  Platte  was  because  they  can  ferry  if  they  need  to,  and  all  are 
counselled  to  stay  here  and  raise  grain,  and.  if  there  are  nay  means 
to  b e  realized  from  the  Oregon  Smi grants,  let  the  companies  get  it. 

I  do  not  believe  that  Brigham  Young  wishes  thorn  to  go  there  to  ferry, 
and  I  am  opposed  to  their  going  into  it.  Pished  a  motion  made  as  to 
whether  tney  should  go  to  the  Ferry# 

L.  Jackman,  Coincided  with  President  Smith;  thought  those  coming  up 
could  uO  it  better;  and  moved  that  this  Council  do  not  give  consent 
to  ciny  persons  going  from  here  to  the  Platte  to  ferry*  seconded;  voted 
clear.  L.  Jackman  spoke  -of  A.  Allen’s  dues  to  Cornogg  for  nine-tenths 
of  the  outfit. 

C.  C.  Rich  said  "He  did  not  deem  the  Council  responsible  to  Cornogg* s 
f  or  t hi s  payment • 

Bishop  Hunter’s  report  laid  over.  Adjourned  to  Saturday  next  at 
1  P.  14  at  this  x>lace.  Read  and  accepted. 


MARCH,  1846. 


March  12th.  1046.  -  Nauvoo,  City  of  Joseph,  -  This  day  I  started 
for  the  State  of  Michigan, about  12  o’clock  A.M.  I  left  the  City. 

I  felt  somewhat  sorrowful  to  leave  my  family  and  the  Saints;  yet 
the  Spirit  of  God  rested  upon  me,  and  cheered  my  drooping  spirits. 

LJy  faith  was  that  I  should  be  blessed  in  my  undertaking  to  obtain 
means  to  remove  West,  I  stopped  over  night  v/ith  Brother  Dicksoh, 

Camp  Creek.  The  next  day  went  to  Laharpe  and  tarried  over  night 
with  Brother  Tyler  Do?/ner.  Sister  Downer  gave  me  4  • 

The  next  went  to  Greenfield,  tarried  with  a  Brother  Pov/ers  who  was 
much  shaken  in  the  faith  of  the  Gospel. 

March  15th.  1846.  Arrived  at  Walnut  Grove;  stopped  with  my  brother- 
in-law  Elijah  Austin  until  the  17th,  and  left  there  in  company  with 
Brother  Isher  Gould  vdio  was  going  to  Canada.  e  tarried  over  night 
with  Brother  A.  Grant,  Lafayette. 

March  18th.  We  stopped  near  Princeton  with  a  Mr.  Hughaboam. 

March  19th.  We  arrived  at  Ottawa  and  stopped  with  a  Strangite  by  the 
name  of  Wicks,  whose  spirit  was  very  hard  against  the  Twelve.  The 
next  day  went  to  Lisbon  and  stayed  over  night  with  Brother  Long. 

We  were  kindly  received. 

March  21st.  stopped  over  night  about  nine  miles  east  of  Joliet. 

March  22nd.  We  traveled  about  18  miles  where  we  stopped  with  a 
Brother  Joseph  Robinson  three  and  one-half  days,  the  weather  being 
stormy.  He  treated  us  kindly;  The  Lord  bless  him. 

March  26th.  Stopped  with  Brother  William  Penick,  near  Valparaiso. 

The  next  day  we  passed  through  Laport  and  stopped  about  10  miles 
the  other  side,  e  met  a  company  of  Saints  going  West;  we  had  met 
a  great  many  beofre  those. 

March  28th.  This  day  I  had  some  peculiar  feelings  as  if  something 
was  transpiring  that  was  uncommon.  The  Spirit  rested  upon  me.  We 
stopped  over  night  with  a  Mr.  Tibbetts,  who  had  once  professed  to 
be  a  Saint;  but  he  took  money  of  us. 

March  29th.  -  Took  dinner  v/ith  Brother  Thompson,  Hottville,  who  ap¬ 
peared  steadfast  in  the  faith;  tarried  over  night  with  Brother  Grin 
Craw. 

March  SOth.  -  Stopped  over  night  near  Burlington.  On  the  51st.  Got  to 

Brother  Sackets,  Jackson  County;  stopped  there  over  night ;we  were 
welcome  to  his  board;  he  was  in  the  faith. 
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April  1st. _ Passed  through  Jacksonburgh;  stopped  at  Sylvin 

Centre. 

April  2nd,  I  arrived  at  Brother  J.  Bagley’s. 

April  3rd,  Went  to  Livonia;  stopped  with  Bardon  Briggs. 

April  4tli.  This  day  I  parted  with  Brother  Gould,  he  went  to  Detroit 
and  I  to  Royal  Oak  to  Brother  Moses  Johnson’s,  where  I  was  kindly 
received. 

April  5th.  Today  I  wrote  two  letters  -  one  to  my  wife,  the  other 
to  Ohio.  During  our  journey  we  were  blessed  with  health,  and  favored 
otherwise.  To  God  be  the  praise,  now  and  forever,  Amen. 

I  now  proceeded  to  Canada  to  sell  my  property,  but  I  found 
this  very  difficult;  various  circumstances  hindered  the  sale. 

Thereof  I  remained  in  Detroit  and  vicinity  until  Kay  2nd;  this  day  I 
left  in  company  with  Brother  John  Gould  who  had  been  waiting  for  me 
rising  of  one  week.  lie  also  assisted  in  trying  to  settle  my  business. 
We  left  Brother  Johnson’s,  Royal  Oak,  Kay  5rd.  passed  through 
Franklin  to  Livonia;  the  next  day  to  Superior,  to  Brother  Jinks  Bagley. 
I  got  a  wagon  and  harnass  of  him  towards  my  land  in  Canada.  I  gave 
him  a  Power  of  Attorney  to  sell  it.  I  now  continued  my  journey  towards 
Nauvoo  on  the  sane  route  tjat  I  went  through  to  Detroit. 

May  6th,  Stopped  with  Brother  Randall;  nothing  particular  transpired 
during  my  journey  back  to  Nauvoo.  I  was  favored  of  the  Lord  with 
health  and  other  blessings.  I  arrived  at  the  City  of  Joseph  May  18th. 

My  wife’s  health  was  not  very  good;  the  other  part  of  my  family  had 
been  very  sick,  but  was  much  better.  I  felt  to  thank  the  Lord  for 
my  safe  return,  and  all  other  blessings  bestowed  upon  me.  The  City 
looked  desolatecand  for  sale  en  -  a  great  portion  of  the  Saints  having 
crossed  the  Mississippi.  One  thing  had  taken  place  during  my  absence 
that  grieved  me:  That  I  was  not  there  on  the  occasion  of  the  Dedication 
of  the  Temple,  which  took  place  May  1st  and  2nd,  1846.  The  Lord  mani¬ 
fested  Himself  unto  them  by  his  Spirit  in  a  powerful  manner.  A  glorious 
light  appeared. 

I  again  attended  prayer  meeting  in  the  Temple,  which  were  held 
there  according  to  the  holy  order  of  the  Priesthood,  every  evening. 
About  the  12th  of  June,  1846,  the  mob  began  to  rally  again  and  threaten 
us  with  destruction.  We  then  held  our  meetings  twice  a  day  and  some¬ 


times  more 


AUGUST,  1846. 


August  20  th.  1846.  -  About  the  20th  of  August  the  Mob  began  to 

assemble  at  Carthage  and  continued  to  increase  their  numbers  until 
about  the  9th  of  September.  They  encamped  about  three  miles  from  the 
City;  -  The  next  day  came  within  one  mile;  -  Friday  ard  Saturday, 

11th  and  12th  was  the  days  that  the  battle  v/as  between  them  ard  the 
Saints. 

September  17th.  1846.  The  Mob  entered  the  City. 

September  16th.  1846.  We  left  our  house  and.  went  down  to  the  bank  of 
the  River  and  stopped  with  Brother  Hiram  Kimball  until  the  26th. 

This  day  crossed  the  River.  The  Mob  assembled  at  Goulden’s  point,  e 
were  all  called  out  that  could  bear  arms;  I  joined  the  Horse  Company. 

We  paraded  for  several  days,  and  set  guards  around  the  City.  Many 
of  the  inhabitants  were  much  alarmed.  Committee  were  sent  to  the  Mob 
Camp,  by  the  new  inhabitants  of  the  City  to  persuade  them  to  return 
to  their  homes,  but  the  Mob  appeared  determined  to  drive  us  and.  destroy 
the  City.  But  we  continued  to  call  upon  the  Lord,  in  his  Holy  Temple, 
until  a  spirit  of  fear  fell  upon  our  enemies,  and  they  fled  from  their 
encampment  in  dismay.  Therefore,  we  can  say  through  faith  the  armies 
of  the  Aliens  were  put  to  flight,  and  we  escaped  the  edge  of  the  sword. 
To  God  be  the  glory  far  the  deliverance  wrought  out  for  us.  Although 
man  may  boast  of  his  strength,  yet  it  is  small  and  powerless  without 
the  mighty  arms  of  Jehovah.  Thus  closed  this  attempt  on  the  part  of 
our  ENEMIES  TO  DESTROY  US. 

We  again,  enjoyed  a  short  time  of  peace.  I  began  to  make  prepara¬ 
tion  to  remove  West,  to  join  the  Tents  of  Israel,  for  I  desired  very 
much  to  get  away  from  this  land  of  iniquity  and  wickedness.  But  not 
long  before  the  Mob  began  to  trouble  us  again.  They  whipped  a  number 
of  our  Brethren  who  were  harvesting  about  12cmiles  from  the  City. 

Some  of  those  outrageous  persons  were  arrested  for  their  barbarous 
deeds.  This  appeared  to  cause  us  more  trouble.  Numbers  of  the  Mob 
assembled  at  Pontusuck,  and  took  six  of  the  Brethren  prisoners.  I 
went  in  company  with  aboyt  fifty  others,  taking  my  wagon  and  horses  to 
carry  a  load  of  men,  when  near  the  Village  of  the  Mob,  we  took  fifteen 
of  the  Mob  and  brought  them  to  Nauvoo.  This  campaign  lasted  about  two 


1846. 


weeks,  during  which  time  the  Mob  were  going  from  part  of  the  country 
to  another  and  we  in  pursuit  of  them,  to  release  our  Brethren.  But 
the  Mob  eluded  our  grasp.  However,  at  last  our  Brethren  were  set  at 
liberty  and  returned  in  safety  to  the  City  of  Joseph. 

I  have  omitted  many  things  in  relation  to  these  matters;  these 
affairs  occupied  my  time  and  hindered  me  from  getting  ready  to  go 
WEST. 


JUNE,  1845  • 

Tuesday.  June  6th,  JOURNAL  of  the  Second  fifty  and  First  Hundred 
H.  C.  Kimball^  company  of  the  Camp  of  Israel,  destined  for  the 
Great  Salt  Lale  Valley. 

We  camped  on  the  West  bank  of  Elkhorn  waiting  for  Sister 
Mary  Smith  and  some  others  of  the  Saints  •  This  day  the  Indians 
came  into  our  herd  of  cattle  and  succeeded  in  getting  one  ox,  which 
they  killed  immediately,  Then  the  alarm  was  made  numbers  of  the 
Brethren  wont  in  pursuit  of  them  and  overtook  then  in  a  short 
time.  The  Indians  not  stopping  when  desired  and  appearing  rather 
hostile,  we  fired  upon  them.  The  Indians  returned  the  fire.  The 
horse  upon  which  William  Kimball  rode  was  wounded.  Brother  Egan  was 
shot  through  the  arm;  Robert  Ricks  was  shot  in  the  back  with  three 
buck  shots;  his  wounds  appeared  almost  fatal,  yet  we  pursued  our 
journey,  and  he  continued  to  recover;  Several  of  the  children  were 
wounded.  In  the  afternoon  of  this  day  vie  moved  about  two  miles 
and  camped  for  the  night,  y  The  others  of  our  Brethren  having 
arrived. 

Wednesday  7th.  This  morning  we  took  up  our  line  of  march.  The 
first  company  of  fifty  in  which  Brother  Kimball  traveled,  went  in 

advance,  we  followed.  This  day  we  traveled  about  fifteen  miles  and

camped  about  four  miles  this  side  of  the  Liberty  pool.  T’e  discovered 
no  more  of  the  Indians. 

June  8th.  Thursday.  -  This  day  we  continued  our  march;  not  anything 
particular  transpired.  We  camped  for  the  night  on  the  1  latte  River;  - 
days  travel  10  miles.  The  company  was  called  together  by  Captain 
J.  Pack  for  the  purpose  of  electing  officers.  The  Captain  of  the 
Hundred  was  present  and  addressed  the  Brethren  upon  the  subject  of 
a  proper  organization.  The  officers  were  all  accepted  according 
to  their  previous  appointment:  Henry  Herimen,  Captain  of  the 
hundred;  John  Pack,  captain  of  the  2nd  Fifty;  Caleb  Baldwin,  Captain 
of  the  1st  Ten,  William  Burton  of  the  2nd,  C.  P.  Lott,  of  the  3rd, 
Francis  McFerson,  Captain  of  the  Guard,  and  William  3urton,  Clerk. 
Various  instructions  was  given  to  the  Brethren;  one  thing  was  enjoined 
upon  them: "To  offer  supplication  to  the  Most  High,  twice  a  day.gj 
The  hand  of  God  was  manifest  in  our  midst;  peace  and  union  prevailed 

in  our  company.  We  had  64  Wagons,  179  Souls,  21  horses,  16  Tules, 

19  Oxen,  93  Cows,  Loose  Cattle  27,  Sheep  74, Logs  28, Hens  71, Logs 
Cats  5,  -  Total  799. 
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Saturday,  June  10th.  1847.  We  traveled  about  10  miles  and  camped 
on  the  Platte  where  the  road  joins  the  River;  Here  we  continued 
until  Monday  morning.  On  the  Sabbath  we  held  a  meeting  in  the 
fore  and  after  part  of  the  day;  much  good,  instruction  was  given  to 
the  Saints  relative  to  their  salvation;  ard  safety  in  traveling  to 
the  Valley.  Brother  Kimball  in  particular  spokocwith  great  power. 
Monday.  June  12th.  104%.  The  wife  of  Brother  .-Ibert  Petty  delivered 
of  a  son.  This  day  we  traveled  about  £0  miles  and  camped  near  the 
Platte  on  the  banks  of  the  Loup  Fork  Lake,  which  is  south  of  the  road. 
Tuesday.  June  15th.  184%.  This  day  we  crossed  Beaver  River,  distant 
about  10  miles  from  our  former  encampment. 

Wednesday,  JuneM  14i>h.  1Q4%»  -  This  day  we  traveled  about  14  miles  and 
capped  for  the  night  on  the  west  bank  of  Cedar  Creek.  Y/e  passed  the 
ruins  of  the  Pawnee’s  village,  -  it  uppeared  to  have  covered  a  large 
tract  of  land,  but  now  a  heap  of  ruins.  Thus  far  we  discovered  no 
more  Indians  since  we  3.eft  the  Horn. 

Thursday.  June  15th.  184%.  We  traveled  11  miles  and  camped  near  the 
old  Pawnee  Village.  A  child  about  six  years  old  fell  out  of  the 
wagon  and  was  killed  instantly;  it  belonged  to  the  first  Fifty. 

Friday.  June  16th.  184%.  We  reached  the  upper  ford  of  Loup  Fork, 
and  saw  the  corral  of  President  Young  about  4  o’clock.  This  evening 
we  had  a  tremendous  storm  of  rain  and  wind,  but  no  damage  was  dons  to 
our  wagon  s. 

Saturday.  June  17th.  184%;  The  herd  was  sent  out  at  Four  o’clock; 
at  Nine  o’clock  the  Oxen  began  to  cross  the  Loup  Fork  to  assist  us 
over  the  River.  Hundfeds  of  teams  were  seen  moving  to  help  us.  About 
Three  o’clock  we  were  all  over:  -  226  Wagons;  we  formed  a  csrrral  near 
to  President  Brigham  Young. 

Sunday.  June  10th.  J=2A2s.  The  herd  was  sent  out  at  4  o’clock; 
President  Young  appointed  a  meeting  between  the  Corrals  at  10  A.  M. 

He  and  Brother  Kimball  spoke  to  the  Saints  relative  to  their  moving 
to  the  Valley  this  evening.  Brother  Kimball  called  together  the 
captains  of  the  Hundreds,  Fifties  and  Tens,  desiring  to  know  their 
minds  about  starting  in  the  morning.  The  vote  was  unanimous,  and 
C.  P.  Lot,  was  chosen  Captain  of  the  herd.  Another  motion  was  made 
and  carried:  That  all  those  captains  who  neglected  their  duty  should 
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be  put  out  of  office. 

Monday ..Juno, 19  th,,  1843.  The  herd  was  sent  out  at  hiKLJ,.,past  Three. 

V.e  were  to  start  at  eight  o’c lock.  This  day  we  traveled  about  13 
miles  over  heavy  sandy  road,  almost  a  wasted  prairie.  Joseph  Peck 
killed  an  antelope.  At  7:30  o’clock  we  stopped  to  rest  the  cattle 
and  afterwards  concluded  to  stay  until  morning;  formed  the  corral 
at  9  o’clock  P.  M. . 

SSSSfer*  Jnne,,aoth1,ji64aL  At  5  o’clock  we  Yoked  the  cattle  and 
started,  near  Prairie  Creek  saw  President  Young’s  camp,  L.  Snow  and 
Z.  Pulsipher.  We  stopped  two  or  three  hours  and  then  began  our  march; 
we  traveled  this  day  20  miles  and  camped  on  the  Platte.  Some  Indians 
were  discovered  in  our  rear  crawling  up  to  some  wagons  who  we re  behind, 
the  Main  body;  no  damage  was  done  by  them,  _ 


and  four  fawns  were  killed  by  some  others. 

The  herd  was  sent  out  at  the  usual  hour. 
At  eight  o’clock  the  Brethren  were  notified  to  meet  together.  Eider 
Kimball  addressed  them  relative  to  observing  Order  in  Traveling;  Each 
Ten  were  to  keep  their  place  according  to  number;  and  much  instruction 
was  given  pertaining  to  our  safety  and  salvation.  Bishop  Eigbee  was 
to  take  his  Company  and  travel  separately  -  the  two  companies  having 
been  together  for  some  time.  Brother  Kimball  was  to  gesignate  those 
Tens  that  should  join  Brother  Iligbeo  .  At  Twelve  o’clock  we  took  up 

our  line  of  march,  and  traveled  about  10  miles;  Camped  near  Platte 

timber. 

Thursday June  22nd,  184ft.  -  The  herd  was  sent  out  at  half  past  three, 

and  near  9  o’clock  we  started;  the  roads  were  good  but  rather  dusty. 

One  thing  that  detained  the  Camp,  Some  cows  strayed  from  us;  men  were 
sent  after  them  but  did  not  find  them.  Brother  Kimball  with  two  or 
three  tens  remained  until  Eoon. 

Frig  ay  t  June  2.3rd  „  1  The  herd  was  sent  out  as  usual.  Te  began  our 

march  about  8  o’clock;  all  things  were  prospering  with  us  this  day. 
we  camped  on  the  banks  of  the  Platte  about  Five  o'clock  P.  M.  The 

weather  was  pleasant  und  the  blessing  of  God  the  Eternal  Father  was 

with  us. 
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Saturday,  June  24tliA  1Q41T.  This  morning  we  started  about  5  o’clock  and 
traveled  about  8  miles  and  canped  on  the  banks  of  a  slough,  tlisre 
being  some  willows,  we  went  to  work  ironed  lately  to  cut  end  haul  to  make 
coal,  which  were  ready  by  Monday  morning  to  put  in  sacks  to  carry 
with  us, 

Sunday,  June  25  th*  164%:  We  had  meeting  at  11  o’clock,  which  was  opened 
by  Brother  H*  Kerimen  who  spoke  to  the  Saints  relative  to  their  duty 
in  all  things  pertaining  to  their  safety  and  salvation,  now  and  here¬ 
after*  Captain  rack  made  some  remarks;  some  others  spoke,  ^lder 
Kimball  gave  some  general  instruction  in  his  usual  manner,  in  the 
spirit  of  meekness  and  simplicity*  V7e  were  also  visited  this  day  by 
Lieutenant  Craig  and  ten  privates  belonging  to  the  Oregon  Battalion 
Station,  near  the  head  of  Grand  Island,  Our  Marshal  tfas  sent  out  to 
meet  them  and  escort  them  into  our  Corral*  After  partaking  of  some 
refreshments,  and  remaining  three  or  four  hours,  they  returned  to 
their  encampment,  apparently  much  pleased  with  their  reception* 

This  week  we  traveled  about  82  miles  in  five  days* 

Monday,  June  20th ,  1G4-S*  '  e  began  our  march  at  about  half  past  eight 

o’clock,  and  near  12  o’clock  we  Came  up  to  Brother  Brigham1 s  encamp¬ 
ment,  and  near  by  here  were  four  other  Corrals  of  the  Saints,  he 
Corralled  above  President  Young’s  on  Flaote  fiver.  This  day  we 
traveled  eight  miles. 

Wednesday,  June  28th «  184%,  This  morning  we  waited  for  President 
Young’s  camp  to  pass  by  before  we  started,  which  was  after  nine  o’clock 
Traveled  about  14  miles  and  camped*  A  child  of  Brother  P.  Conovers 
fell  out  of  the  wagon,  and  the  wheels  ran  over  her  arm  and  leg,  but 
Y/onaerrul  to  tell,  it  broke  neither* 

Thursday.  June  29th,  lo4$S*  The  camp  began  to  move  at  8  o’clock* 

This  day  Brother  Hopper  killed  a  buffalo  -  the  first  one  that  was  ot  by 
out  camp*  We  traveled  on  very  well  considering  the  roads  being  sandy 
-  and  the  day  warm.  By  a  mi stake  the  son  of  George  Rhodes  was  in  the 
act  of  getting  out  of  the  wagon,  his  foot  slipped  and  he  fell,  two 
wheels  running  over  his  shoulder,  but  through  the  mercy  of  God  his 
shoulder  was  not  broken*  ’  e  traveled  about  14  miles* 

A  meeting  was  called  oliis  evening  relative  to  the  herd.  Brother 
C,  P*  Lot  desired  to  be  released  from  being  Captain  of  he  herd*

It  be  inf?;  motioned,  the  vote  was  unanimous.  Motioned  by  Brother 
Kimball  and  carried,  that  each.  Fifty  take  turns  in  driving  the  herd, 

Every  other  day.  The  meeting  was  dismissed  with  Brother  Kimball’s 
blessing  the  people.  (Accident  referred  to  today  should  oe  Friday.) 
Friday.  June  30th,  104 j.  This  morning  we  began  our  march  about  half 
past  eight.  The  weather  was  remarkable,  pleasant,  only  dusty.  This 
day  a  herd  of  buffalo  was  drove  towards  the  wagons,  and  five  or  six  of 
them  were  killed.  This  was  something  new  to  us  to  see  the  chase; 
they  ran  between  our  wagons.  V;e  traveled  12  miles  and  camped  near 
Small  Lake. 

JULY  IS  4  ft. 

Saturday.  July  1st.  J&SL  This  morning  we  began  our  march  about 
nine  o’clock.  All  things  were  prosperous  with  us  this  day.  We 
traveled  14  miles  and  corralled  near  1  resident  Young’s  camp.  Three 
buffalo  were  killed  and  brought  into  camp. 

Sunday.  July  2nd.  Today  a  meeting  was  held  between  the  two 

corrals  at  half  past  Three  o’clock.  President  Young  spoke  with  power 
concerning  the  "things  of  the  Kingdom.”  Was  followed  in  his  remarks 
by  Brother  Kimball,  Judge  Phelps  and  several  others  spoke.  This 
evening  two  persons  were  baptized  belonging  to  the  Seconf  Fifty. 

There  were  a  number  of  families  going  with  us  who  did  not  belong  to 
the  Church.  About  dark  the  men  were  called  together  near  Brother 
Kimball’s  wagon  who  addressed  the  congregation  relative  tc  appointing 
some  men  for  hunters.  Six  persons  were  elected  for  the  purpose. 

Monday.  July  3rd.  184fy  It  was  almost  Noon  before  we  began  to  move 
in  consequence  of  some  tires  ?/anting  setting;  but  we  traveled  10  miles* 
Tuesday.  July  4th.  1341S«  This  morning  we  began  our  march  about  9  o’clock 
Today  we  had  passed  over  some  heavy,  sandy  bluff,  but  »>e  got  along 
very  well;  one  accident:  P.  Conover’s  son  had  his  foot  run  over 
by  a  wagon  which  was  injured  considerable.  All  things  taken  into 
consideration  we  were  wonderfully  blessed  by  the  God  of  Israel.  The 
Indians  appeared  to  be  turned  to  the  right  and  left.  None  of  them 
made  their  appearance.  Peace  and  union  prevailed  in  our  midst. 

Three  buffaloes  were  killed  by  our  hunters.  We  Corralled  near  the 
river;  traveled  14  miles. 
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hedge oduy.  July  5th.  104%.  This  morning  we  took  up  our  line  of  march 
about  the  usual  hour;  heavy  traveling  parr,  of  the  way.  e  cane  S 
miles,  and  corralled  near  the  fiver, 

Thursday,  July  6th.  104ff.  This  morning  we  began  to  move  at  G  o’clock, 
The  day  was  fine  and  cool.  We  passed  over  some  heavy,  sandy  bluffs. 

Two  buffaloes  were  killed*  We  camped  about  two  miles  from  Cedar  Bluffs. 
Day’s  travel  -  13  and  one-half  miles. 

Friday.  July  ?th,  Xim.  This  morning  we  began  to  move  about  8  o’clock. 
Pleasant  day  and  generally  good  roads.  The  blessings  of  God  continued 
with  us.  Three  buffaloes  were  killed  by  our  hunters  -  only  two  were 
brought  in,  and  those  were  reserved  by  the  hunters.  e  camped  on 
C amp  Creek,  having  traveled  13  miles* 

Saturday,  July  8th.  104?,  This  morning  about  8 even  o’clock  the 
Brethren  were  called  together  by  the  request  of  Brother  Kimball  who 
desired  to  know  their  minds  relative  to  stopping  until  Monday  morning 
to  rest  the  teams  and  prepare  for  the  Sabbath.  *The  motion  being  made 


it  was  carried.  Also  some  men  were  selected  from  every' Ten  to  go  and 
hunt; four  buffalo  were  killed,  3  deer,  and  one  calf. 

Sunday.  July  5th.  1G4SE,  A  meeting  was  appointed  to  commence  at  Three 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  About  1  o’clock  P.  H.  President  Young  came 
to  cur  Corral;  his  camp  was  17  miles  in  advance  of  our;  after  stopping 
near  three  hours,  he  returned.  The  meeting  was  opened  by  singing, and 
Prayer  by  Brother  Yielding,  father  Mar ley  gave  us  a  short  talk  or 


address,  relating  some  news  from  the  Valley,  He  was  followed  by 
several  others.  Brother  Kimball  spoke  concerning  our  present  situation 
and  the  blessings  that  attended  us  so  far  on  our  journey.  He  gave  us 
much  instruction.  One  thing  that  had  been  neglected  ±&  was  attended  to, 
that  was  to  appoint  Brother  Kimball  Superintendent  of  the  Camp, which 
was  carried  unanimously.  William  E.  Thompson  was  elected  Clerk  for 
the  Camp.  The  meeting  was  closed  by  prayer  by  Brother  Kimball. 

Voted  that  we  start  by  Seven  tomorrow  morning.  The  wife  of  Brother  ¥?• 
Gardner  gave  birth  to  a  son. 

Monday.  July  10th.  1G4S.  This  morning  we  began  to  move  near  the  time 
appointed.  One  of  Brother  Kimball’s  wagon  tongues  was  broken,  he 
traveled! 13^  miles.  This  afternoon  was  excessively  warm,  much  warmer 


than  any  other  day  we  had  up  to  the  present  time. 
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Tuesday.  July  11th.  184$.  This  morning  we  started  about  the  same 
time  as  the  previous  morning.  Y*'e  got  along  tolerably  well;  stopped 
somewhat  earlier  than  usual.  Corralled  above  Castle  Bluff.  Soon 
after  the  Corral  was  formed  the  leader  of  our  Camp,  Brother  Kimball, 
had  the  Brethren  called  together  in  the  center  of  the  Corral  for 
the  purpose  off  dispatching  some  men  to  go  in  search  of  two  of  he 

j 

Brethren  who  had  gone  back  after  a  horse.  This  v/as  the  second  day 
since  they  left;  Fifteen  horsemen  were  immediately  sent  back;  they 
met  the  men  about  12  miles  from  our  encampment  and  returned  with 
them  all  safe,  to  our  great  joy. 

Wednesday.  July  12th.  184#.  This  morning  we  began  to  move  about 
8  o’clock.  The  day  was  exceedingly  warm;  all  was  v/ell  with  us,  To 
God  be  the  praise  now  and  forever.  Traveled  15  miles. 

Thursday.  July  15th.  134$.  This  morning  we  took  up  our  line  of 
march  at  8  o’clock.  The  day  was  very  warm*  and  the  roads  dusty. 

About  four  o’clock  we  met  some  teams  that  were  sent  by  President 
Young  to  help  us  over  some  heavy  sandy  road  near  the  Ancient  Bluff 
ruins.  We  corralled  above  President  Young.  Traveled  about  13  miles. 
Friday.  July  14th.  184$.  In  the  morning  a  sister  by  the  name  of 
Twitchel  died  with  the  Consumption,  and  was  buried  at  the  foot 
of  the  Bluffs’  ruins.  Today  a  number  ot  the  Sioux  Indians  w ith 
their  Chief  Tobacco  came  to  our  Camp;  they  were  very  friendly.  We 
gave  them  some  small  presents,  which  pleased  them;  they  were  noble  look- 
ingmmen,  being  tall  and  straight,  high  foreheads,  Boman  nose  and  of  a 
noble  mein.  It  was  almost  Two  o’clock  when  we  started;  traveled 
10  miles. 

Saturday.  July  15th.  1841&  This  morning  we  began  to  move  about 
eight  o’clock.  Y.’e  got  along  very  well;  the  blessings  of  heaven  attended 
us.  We  traveled  about  18  miles.  Corralled  about  one-half  mile  from 
President  Young. 

Sunday.  July  16th,  184%.  We  remained  here  today;  a  meeting  was  held  be¬ 
tween  the  two  corrals  at  Four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  President  Young 
spoke  to  the  people.  Elders  Kimball  and  E.  Snow.  A  motion  was  then 
made  by  President  Young  that  his  company  be  divided  into  four,  which 
was  carried.  A  similar  motion  was  made  by  Brother  Kimball  and  carried. 
In  Elder  Kimball’s  company  the  f ollov ing  persons  were  appointed 
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Captains:  II.  Herimen,  John  Pack,  Titus  Billings,  and  Bishop  Pigbee. 

Some  persons  were  sent  with  a  mail  to  the  Valley  to  start  tomorrow. 

The  meeting  closed  by  prayer  by  Rider  Kimball.  The  Captains  of  Tens 
were  called  together  in  our  Corral  to  know  their  minds  relative  to 
the  companies,  and  which  Captain  they  would  choose  to  travel  with. 

Monday .  July  17th.  184%.  This  morning  we  began  our  march  about  Line 
o’clock,  having  to  wait  for  President  Young.  The  several  companies 
started  out,  and  corralled  separately  after  this.  I  with  my  Ten  joined 
Brother  John  Pack  who  traveled  in  Company  with  Brother  Kimball. 

We  had  72  Wagons  in  our  Company.  We  traveled  about  10  miles,  crossed 
the  river  four  miles  above  Chimney  Rook.  We  begun  to  cross  the  River 
about  Five  o’clock,  and  before  dark  rising  of  150  wagons  were  over. 

This  evening  it  rained. 

Tuesday.  July  18th.  104-^.  This  morning  we  took  up  our  line  of  march 
at  8  o’clock;  the  roads  were  i  good  on  this  side  of  the  River.  Today 
we  traveled  more  than  20  miles,  but  no  ?/ater  or  feed  for  our  cattle. 
Wednesday.  July  19th.  184SL  This  morning  we  started  before  five 
o’clock,  hoping  to  find  grass  and  water  soon;  but  were  disappointed. 

We  did  not  obtain  feed  until  we  reached  the  river,  about  14  miles 
where  w©  remained  here  until  the  next  day. Some  of  our  hunters  killed 
two  deer,  and  on8  antelope. 

Thursday.  July  20th.  184R.  Today  we  started  about  12  o’clock  and  traveled 
10  miles.  Last  night  we  had  two  fine  showers  of  rain  -  something 
uncoiamon  for  this  country.  The  Lord  blessed  us  in  all  things  for  our 
comfort  and  good. 

Friday.  July  21st.  184^.  Today  vie  rested  out  cattle  and  remains  d  where 
we  corralled  the  night  before,  about  20  miles  below  Fort  Lararaie.  Here 
we  had  plenty  of  grass  for  our  Teams. 

Saturday.  July  22nd.  184$.  This  morning  we  began  to  move  about  7  o’clock 
and  traveled  14  miles.  President  Young  was  ten  miles  ahead  of  us. 

Noth  anything  particular  transpired  today.  In  the  evening  the  brethren 
were  called  together  to  ascertain  their  minds  relative  to  going  ahead 
on  the  Sabbath,  feed  being  scarce  for  the  cattle.  It  was  unanimously 
carried  that  we  travel  tomorrow.  It  was  motioned  by  Brother  Kimball 
that  all  the  Captains  of  Ten,  call  their  serveral  companies  together, 
and  pray  with  them  and  speak  as  the  Spirit  should  direct. 
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Sunday.  July  23rd.  1843#  Tills  morning  we  took  up  our  lino  of  March 
a  little  after  Seven.  Today  we  crossed  the  Laramie  Fork  of  Platte 
River;  passed  the  Fort  and  corralled  about  one-half  mile  west  of  it. 
Traveled  11  miles. 

N.  B.  /The  things  of  Saturday  evening,  continued, Brother  Kimball 
said  that  "there  were  many  who  held  the  Priesthood,  and  inasmuch  as 
they  would  do  their  duty  before  the  Lord,  and  strive  to  have  a  meek 
and  quiet  spirit,  broken  and  contrite  heart,  we  should  pass  over 
those  barren  hills  and  waste  prairie  without  difficulty,  and  out  cat¬ 
tle  would  travel  well  as  they  had  done  at  any  time  since  we  started; 
and  many  more  things  were  said  after  the  meeting  was  dismissed. 

I  called  our  Ten  together  and  prayed  with  them,  and  spoke  concerning 
those  tilings  that  pertained  to  our  safety  and  salvation.  Captain 
Pack  addressed  them  in  a  very  feeling  manner,  and  closed  by  Prayer. 
Monday.  July  24-th.  184$.  -  Today  we  did  not  start  very  early.  Feed 

being  scarce.  Brother  Billings  went  first;  Brother  H.  Egan,  next;  we 
then  moved  about  two  miles  and  turned  cur  teams  out  and  remained 
until  5  P.  M#  then  traveled  about  seven  miles  and  corralled. 

Tuesday.  July  25th.  184%.  -  This  morning  we  began  to  move  by  8  o’clock 
The  day  was  cool  and  pleasant;  the  roads  were  good  excepting  some 
hills;  in  the  afternoon  we  had  a  thunder  shower  attended  with  con¬ 
siderable  wind.  In  the  evening  we  got  to  Bitter  Creek  and  passed 
seferal  small  companies  belonging  to  President  Young  -  part  of  the 
Camp  of  Israel.  We  camped  about  three  miles  from  Brother  Brigham. 

The  Mountains  began  to  show  their  lofty  summits,  towering  high  above 
this  level  region  of  country  called  the  Black  Hills,  is  truly  romantic. 
Hills  and  Vallies  interspersed  with  pine  and  cedar  trees,  high  ledges 
of  rocks,  &c.  Traveled  14  miles. 

Wednesday.  July  C6th.  184&Toaay  we  moved  about  two  miles.  To  obtain 
feed  for  our  teams  our  company  was  divided  into  two  parts,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  grass  being  scarce.  Two  Tens  remained  with  Brother  Kimball 
and  I  went  with  Captain  Pack.  My  Ten  was  with  him.  Tonight  it  rained 
considerable.  Brother  Twitchel  killed  am  antelope. 

Thursday.  July  27th.  184%.  This  morning  it  rained  so  we  concluded 
to  stop  until  tomorrow. 

Friday.  July  28th.  1843.T2iis  morning  we  began  to  move  out  by  8  o’clock. 
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The  day  w as  cool  and  pleasant;  the  roads  rough,  and  hills. 

In  the  afternoon  we  met  some  Volunteers  from  the  Valley,  going  to 
Winterquarters.  We  corralled  near  Horse  Creek;  Traveled  14  miles. 
Saturday  July  29th.  184%.  This  morning  we  moved  about  one  and  one- 
half  miles  and  camped  in  order  to  get  some  better  feed  for  our 
cattle.  In  the  afternoon  Brother  Kimball  arrived  and  corralled 
near  by  us.  We  remained  here  until  Monday.  Not  anything  particular 
took  place  either  of  those  days.  Our  hunters  killed  a  black-tailed 
deer  and  an  Antelope  on  Saturday. 

Monday.  July  51st.  184%.  This  morning  we  started  at  8  o’clock.  One 
of  Brother  Kimball’s  oxen  died,  being  poisoned  by  something  that  he 
eat;  this  was  the  first  ox  we  lost  on  the  journey.  It  was  very  dif¬ 
ficult  to  get  any  grass  for  our  teams,  but  the  Lord  sent  us  frequent 
showers  of  rain  which  began  to  cause  the  grass  to  spring  up.  Today 
the  roads  were  a  succession  of  hills  and  hollows,  and  very  hard, which 
hurt  our  cattles’  feet.  We  traveled  18  miles  and  camped  on  the 
La  Bonte  River. 

Tuesday.  August  1st.  184?,.  Today  we  stopped  until  after  dinner  to 
rest  our  cattle;  we  then  traveled  about  five  miles  and  camped  on  a 
branch  of  the  La  Bonte  River;  Brother  Kimball  camped  about  two  miles 
above  us. 

Wednesday.  August  2nd.  184%.  This  morning  we  took  up  our  line  of 
march  at  9  o’clock.  An  ox  died  belonging  to  H.  Robinson,  which  delayed 
us  sometime.  Captain  Pack  let  him  have  one  to  make  out  his  team. 

Today  we  traveled  15  miles,  aril  corralled  on  the  LaPrele.  Feed 
continued  to  be  very  scarce  for  our  cattle. 

Thursday.  August  3rd.  184&  Today  we  had  some  difficulty  in  finding 
all  of  our  cattle;  it  being  late  when  we  got  them,  we  concluded  to 
remain  until  the  4th.  We  now  began  to  see  some  buffalo;  again  our 
hunters  killed  some,  but  it  being  late  in  the  day  we  did  not  get  them. 
Friday.  August  4th.  184%.  This  morning  the  Company  started  about 
9  o’clock.  I  did  not  start  for  about  two  hours  -  one  of  my  oxen 
being  gone.  Today  we  only  traveled  about  five  miles,  having  found 
some  grass  for  our  cattle;  we  corralled.  Cur  hunters  killed  a 
Mountain  sheep,  a  black-tailed  deer,  and  some  buffalo,  but  not 
much  of  the  latter  was  brought  in,  it  being  late  in  the  day. 
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Saturday.  August  5th.  184^>.  This  morning  it  was  near  9  o’clock 
before  we  began  our  march;  the  day  was  warm;  the  roads  considerable 
dusty.  V.e  camped  on  Deer  Creek,  traveled  rising  of  12  miles.  Today 
we  came  to  the  North  Fork  of  the  Platte. 

Sunday.  August  6th.  184$.  Today  we  traveled  about  5  miles,  the 
feed  not  being  good  where  we  was;  We  camped  on  the  Platte  and  turned 
our  cattle  over  the  River.  In  the  evening  we  had  a  meeting,  -  a 
hymn  was  sung.  I  then  opened  the  meeting  by  prayer.  Captain  Pack 
addressed  the  people  relative  to  our  journey,  and  the  goodness  of 
God  that  had  attended  us  thus  far,  and  the  necessity  of  being  faith¬ 
ful  in  all  things,  &c.  I  then  spoke  a  short  time  upon  the  subject 
of  Salvation  and  our  intentions  in  going  to  the  Valley  to  set  up 
the  Kingdom  of  God,  and  publish  the  Gospel  to  the  nations.  The 
meeting  was  dismissed  by  Brother  Pack. 

Monday.  August  7th,  184$. This  morning  we  began  to  move  out  at  9 
o’clock.  The  roads  were  very  dusty  indeed,  which  made  it  bad  travel¬ 
ing.  In  the  afternoon  we  came  in  sight  of  Brother  Kimball’s  Corral, 
and  some  other  companies  were  close  by  him. We  corralled  a  little  above 
him;  here  we  remained  until  the  11th  to  get  some  blacksmi thing  done, 
and  also  to  get  some  meat.  Our  hunters  killed  several  buffalo,  but 
the  wolves  eat  them  before  they  were  able  to  get  them;  They  got  several 
deer  and  some  antelope. 

Friday  August  11th.  184$,.  This  morning  we  started  about  8  o’clock. 

The  day  was  pleasant;  we  crossed  the  North  Fork  of  Platte  River,  and 
camped  about  a  mile  above  the  ford;  traveled  about  12  miles. 

Saturday.  August  12th.  184V»  This  morning  we  took  up  our  line  of 
march  about  9  o’clock;  traveled  over  barren  country,  affording 
nothing  much  but  wild  sage.  We  camped  near  Mineral  Lake;  drove  our 
cattle  three  miles  to  get  grass.  Today  we  traveled  12-?;-  miles. 

Sunday,  august  15th.  184%.  This  morning  the  Company  was  called 
together  by  Captain  Pack  to  know  their  minds  relative  to  going 
ahead  today;  the  motion  was  made  that  we  rest;  the  vote  was  unanimous 
to  stop,  excepting  one  in  the  negative.  There  was  some  dissatisfaction 
in  the  company  because  of  the  cattle,  fearing  that  they  would  be 
poisoned  with  the  alkali.  A  number  of  these  persons  did  not  belong  uo 
the  Church;  some  said  they  would  go  at  all  hazards.  They  brought  up 
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their  cattle  and  some  of  them  took  sick;  therefore,  they  were  willing 
to  stop.  Two  buffalo  came  near  to  our  camp;  two  men  we nt  out  and 
killed  them;  they  were  good  meat.  The  restlessness  of  the  company 
prevented  us  from  having  meeting. 

Monday.  August  14th,  184$.  This  morning  a  sow  belonging  to  Mrs.  Long 
was  dead;  the  wolves  had  tom  her  considerably.  We  started  at  8  o’clock 
Traveled  16f  miles;  camped  at  the  Willow  Springs. 

Tuesday,  August  15th.  184$. This  morning  we  drove  our  cattle  rising  of 
two  miles  to  feed;  about  12  o’clock  we  began  our  march;  camped  on 
Greasewood  Creek;  traveled  10  miles, 

Wednesday.  August  16th,  184ff.  This  morning  we  began  our  march  about 
9  o’clock;  we  passed  several  saleratus  Lakes;  -  those  lakes  are  some¬ 
thing  strange  -  on  some  of  them  there  is  alkali  and  salt  petre,  are 
from  4  to  6  inches  thick;  some  was  dry  and  dusty,  and  others  covered 
with  water.  r  e  traveled  about  10  miles  and  camped  on  the  Sweet  Water. 
Thursday.  August  17th.  184&.  This  morning  we  started  about  the  usual 
hour.  Today  we  passed  the" Independence  Rock"  which  is  a  great  curiosity, 
being  immensely  large;  a  number  of  names  are  written  on  it.  We  also 
passed  the "Devil’s  Gate"  the  river  running  through  perpendicular  rocks 
about  40  feet  high.  We  traveled  about  12  miles. 

Friday.  August  18th.  164%.  This  morning  we  did  not  start  until  about 
Ten  o’clock.  An  Os  belonging  to  Brother  I.  Twitchel  died  in  the  night, 
and  a  number  of  our  cattle  were  sick,  caused  by  eating  alkali,  it  being 
in  great  quantities  all  over  the  earth.  The  roads  were  dry  and  dusty 
We  passed  over  a  heavy  sand  bluff;  traveled  about  12  miles  -  the 
road  runs  near  the  River. 

Saturday.  August  19th.  164-R.  Today  we  moved  about  5  miles  and  camped 
near  the  mouth  of  Bitter  Cottonwood  Creek,  on  the  bank  c f  the  River. 
Sunday.  August  20th.  184%.  This  morning  we  found  three  of  our  cattle 
dead,  two  belonging  to  George  a*  Petty,  and  one  to  Brother  Peck.  In 
the  afternoon  an  ox  died  belonging  to  my  father.  In  the  evening  we 
had  a  hymnx  meeting;  a  hymn  was  sung;  Brother  Pack  opened  by  prayer. 

I  then  addressed  the  people  upon  the  First  Principles  of  the  Gospel, 
there  being  a  number  of  persons  present  who  did  not  belong  to  the 
Church.  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  rested  upon  me.  Brother  lack  spoke  a 
short  time,  and  several  others. 
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Monday.  August  Hist.  164$.  A  number  of  our  cattle  still  continued 
to  be  sick;  one  of  my  oxen  died  in  the  afternoon,  and  one  belonging 
to  Brother  S.  Clark.  We  moved  our  camp  about  one  and  one-half  miles 
It  was  hard  work  for  several  of  us  to  move  at  all  -  something  unexpected 
to  lose  so  many  of  our  cattle.  But  our  trust  is  in  God  who  can  cause 
all  things  to  work  together  for  the  good  of  His  people. 

Tuesday.  August  22nd.  164%.  Today  we  traveled  about  sixmiles  -  the 
weather  was  warm;  an  ox  belonging  to  A.  Petty  was  dead  in  the  morning 
and  one  of  his  cows  also  died  same  day. 

Wednesday.  August  25rd.  The  Camp  was  called  together  by  Captain 

Pack  to  know  what  their  minds  was  relative  to  going,  or  stopping  for 
two  or  three  days  to  rest  the  sick  cattle;  the  vote  was  unanimous  to 
stop  at  the  first  good  camping  place.  Captain  Pack  went  ahead  to 
find  one;  we  traveled  about  three  miles  and  then  corralled. 

Thursday.  August  24th.  184%.  Today  some  of  our  company  went  to  hunt 
buffalo;  I  also  went  with  them;  we  killed  six  buffalo  ami  three  antelope 
An  ox  of  Brother  Brazier’s  and  one  of  Brother  Petty’s  died. 

Friday.  August  25th.  184%.  This  morning  more  of  our  cattle  was  dead: 

S.  Clark  3,  M.  Peck,  1;  I.  Twitchel  2.  A  part  of  the  day  was  spent 
in  taking  care  of  our  meat. 

Saturday.  August  26th.  184ft»  This  morning  we  started  about  9  o’clock 
Our  teams  were  not  sufficient  to  take  our  wagons  far.  Shortly  after 
we  started  we  met  a  Messenger  from  Brother  Billings’  Company,  with  a 
letter  to  inform  us  that  some  teams  were  coming  to  assist  us.  T.e 
camped  at  Ford  No.  4;  traveled  about  7  miles. 

Sunday.  August  27th.  jLoagt  Today  we  had  a  meeting  at  3  P.  M.  which 
was  opened  by  Captain  Pack,  who  then  gave  a  short  address.  I  followed 
and  spoke  some  times  on  the  history  of  this  Kingdom.  About  5  P.  I. 
Twenty  yoke  of  cattle  cane  to  help  us  to  H.  C.  Kimball’s  camp.  One  of 
my  oxen  died  very  sudden.  24  miles  to  H.  C.  Kimball’s  camp. 

Monday.  August  28th.  184$.  This  morning  some  of  our  cattle  strayed 
about  six  miles  which  delayed  us  some  time,  be  began  to  move  at  10 
o’clock;  camped  on  the  Sweetwater;  traveled  16  miles.  This  evening 
Brother  Robert  came  to  our  camp,  having  brought  teams  to  Brother 
Kimball’s  camp  to  help  us  up  to  President  Young’s  camp. 

Tuesday.  August  29th.  This  morning  it  was  cool;  we  started 
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about .8  o’clock;  reached  Brother  Kimball’s  camp  about  Noon;  in  the 
afternoon,  our  three  wagons  started  for  Brother  Brigham’s.  Traveled 
about  5  miles. 

Wednesday,  August  50th.  184%.  This  morning  about  8  o’clock  we  began 
to  roll  on;  traveled  over  some  very  rough  and  rocky  road.  A  little 
after  12  O’clock  P.  M.  President  Young  and  several  others  of  the 
Brethren  stopped  and  took  dinner  with  us.  We  camped  on  a  branch  of 
the  Sweetwater.  Traveled  about  16  miles. 

.Thursday,  August  51st.  184$.  This  morning  the  weather  was  very  cool; 
we  started  about  our  usual  time;  arrived  at  President  Young’s  camp 
about  12  o’clock,  here  we  remained  until  the  5rd  of  September.  Late 
in  the  afternoon  v/e  started,  having  &ot  two  yoke  of  oxen,  one  for 
father,  and  one  for  me  from  Don  Kimball,  which  enabled  us  to  move  on. 
Father  lost  one  of  his  oxen  while  we  was  at  this  place.  Camped  on 
the  Sweetwater;  traveled  7  miles. 

SEPTEMBER.  184ft. 

Monday.  September  4.  184$.  This  morning  we  started  about  8  o’clock; 
traveled  in  company  with  Brother  Kimball.  Today  we  passed  through 
the  south  Pass  of  the  Rocky  Mountains;  we  camped  about  7  miles  from 
the  Pacific  Springs;  traveled  16  miles. 

Tuesday.  September  5th.  184$.  This  morning  we  started  about  6  o’clock 
having  stopped  behind  Brother  Kimball’s  camp  the  night  before;  seme  of 
the  Company  being  sick;  we  overtook  Brother  Kimball’s  camp  on  the 
Little  Sandy;  traveled  x  17  miles. 

Wednesday.  September  6th.  184$.  Today  we  started  about  9  o’clock 
Camped  on  the  Big  Sandy,  about  6  miles;  the  weather  is  warm  and 
pleasant. 

Thursday.  September  7th.  184fl»  This  morning  we  started  at  8  o’clock 
The  day  was  warm  and  the  roads  were  good.  A  steer  that  was  drove  in 

father’s  team  died  very  sudden.  We  traveled  about  21  miles;  camped

on  Big  Sandy. 

Friday.  September  8th.  1847,.  This  morning  we  began  to  move  about 

l 

9  o’clock;  crossed  Green  River  today  and  camped  on  the  same. 

Traveled  15  miles. 
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Saturday,  September  9th,  184#,  This  morning  we  began  to  roll  on 
about  8  o’clock,  The  day  was  considerable  warm,  and  roads  dusty. 

One  of  father’s  oxen  gave  out,  so  we  camped  about  three  miles  from 
Brother  Kimball’s,  having  traveled  17  miles, 

Sunday,  September  10th,  1G4K.  Today  we  moved  up  to  Brother  Kimball’s 
camp,  3  miles  distant.  About  4  P,  M,  there  was  meeting  opened  by 
Brother  T,  Billings,  Elder  Kimball  rose  and  spoke  some  time  upon 
the  principles  of  receiving  an  exaltatJon  in  the  Kingdom  of  God, 
showing  that  it  was  progressive  work  in  Eternity,  before  we  attained 
the  fulness  of  the  Godhead,  and  but  few  would  gain  that  point;  and 
as  our  faith  increased,  so  our  trials  would  be  greater:  and  many 
more  things  were  said, 

:  onday ,  September.  11th,  184%,  This  morning  we  started  at  9  o’clock. 
The  day  was  warm;  traveled  about  14  miles, 

Tuesday.  Sent ember  12  tli ,  1S4K.  This  morning  it  rained;  we,  therefore 
did  not  start  until  half  past  ten,  e  camped  two  miles  from  Fort 
Bridger,  having  traveled  16  miles, 

Wednesday.  September  13th,  184%,  This  morning  we  began  our  march 
about  9  o’clock;  passed  Fort  Bridger,  This  part  of  the  country  was 
much  better  than  any  for  some  distance  -  abundance  of  water  and  some 
timber.  We  camped  1G  miles  from  the  Fort, 

Thursday,  September  14th,  184%»  This  morning  it  snowed  some.  We 

started  about  9  o’clock;  the  country  was  hilly  and  broken,  but  the 

roads  were  good.  We  traveled  13  miles.  This  evening  Step-Mother  was 
delivered  of  a  daughter. 

Friday.  September  15th.  184%,  This  morning  we  started  about  the  usual 
time.  The  day  was  pleasant  and  warm.  We  crossed  Bear  River,  and 
camped  on  it;  traveled  9  miles. 

Saturday,  September  16th.  1847^,  This  morning  we  were  delayed  by 
some  of  our  cattle  straing.  Numbers  of  the  "Snake  Indians"  cane  to 
our  camp  at  this  place  and  appeared  very  friendly.  This  day  we 
traveled  about  8  miles  and  camped  on  Yellow  Creek. 

Sunday.  September  17th,  1845L  This  morning  several  companies 
started  on;  their  teams  being  weak,  the  company  that  raveled  with 
Brother  Kimball,  remained,  excepting  some  few  wagons.  In  the  after¬ 
noon  we  had  a  meeting  which  was  opened  by  Caleb  Baldwin;  Bishop 
Whitney  made  some  remarks,  then  Brother  Kimball  rose  and  gave  us 
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much  good  instruction  upon  various  matters  pertaining  to  Life  and 
Salvation.  The  Spirit  rested  upon  him,  so  that  he  prophesied  concern¬ 
ing  his  posterity” that  he  should  yet  live  to  see  then  return  to  Zion, 
laden  with  many  sheaves,  even  those  that  are  yet  unborn.” 

Monday.  September  18th.  104%.  This  morning  we  began  our  march  about 

8  o’clock;  was  pleasant  and  warn.  Y’e  passed  over  a  high  ridge  and 
descended  ?nto  a  canyon.  We  traveled  16  miles. 

Tuesday.  September  19tli.  7^84^  This  morning  we  started  about  8  o’clock 
Cur  road  continued  the  canyon  to  Weber  River.  The  scenery  was  romantic 
High  Mountains  on  each  side  of  us;  we  camped  on  the  Weber;  traveled 
about  15  miles.  This  day  one  of  Erother  Kimball’s  wagons  broke  down. 
Wednesday.  September  20th.  This  morning  we  rolled  cut  about 

9  o’clock,  crossed  the  Weber  and  passed  up  a  canyon;  camped  on 
Canyon  Creek;  traveled  14  miles. 

Thursday.  September  21st.  184?,.  This  morning  we  started  about  nine 
Our  road  was  up  the  Creek  ~  very  rough;  we  camped  on  the  same  Creek. 

It  rained  last  night. 

Friday.  September  22nd.  184S.  This  morning  we  started  about  nine 
o’clock.  We  began  to  ascend  the  highest  mountain  we  had  passed  over 
on  the  route.  We  got  along  without  difficulty,  or  injury  to  any  one. 

We  camped  near  the  Willow  Spring  in  a  pleasant  Valley.  This  clay  we 
traveled  about  12  miles, 

Saturday.  September  2  Sr  cl .  J SSSj.  This  morning  the  weather  was  beauti¬ 
ful.  Y.e  started  about  8  o’clock  and  passed  over  another  mountain  into 
a  canyon  which  led  into  the  C-reat  Salt  Lake  Valley.  Before  12  o’clock 
it  began  to  rain.  A  number  of  wagons  broke  today  in  passing  down  this 
Canyon.  We  camped  in  the  Canyon  having  traveled  about  10  miles. 

Sunday.  September  24th.  134%.  This  morning  was  pleasant;  we  started 
about  Nine  and  passed  into  the  Valley,  be  arrived  at  the  Great  Salt 
Lake  City  about  2  o’clock  P.  M. ,  and  was  joyfully  received.  Brother 
Kimball’s  company  was  almost  all  together.  Y'e  corralled  on  City 
Creek. 

William  Burton  reports  Companies  arrived  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City 
about  Two  o’clock  P.  H.  Sunday.  September  24.  184%.

Journal  of  WILLIAM  BURTON: 

Friday.  April  19th.  1850.  I  left  my  home  in  the  Great  Salt  Lake 
City,  State  of  Deseret,  about  2  P.  M.  ,  came  to  the  mouth  of  Emigration 
Canyon,  a  distance  of  six  miles,  and  camped.  Brother  Claudius 
Spencer  was  in  company  with  me.  The  following  Brethren  had  arrived 
in  the  Canyon:  Isaac  C.  Halt©*  Jesse  Crosby,  James  Works,  Appleton 
Harmon,  and  Moses  Clawson. 

What  were  my  feelings  at  leaving  my  wife,  and  friends,  on  a 
mission  to  England,  I  cannot  well  describe.  Nothing  but  to  publish 
the  Gospel  to  the  benighted  world  would  induce  me  to  make  the  sacrifice 
to  leave  this  peaceful  Yalley,  the  resting  place  of  the  Saints  where 
we  can  worship  the  God  of  our  Fathers. 

0  Lord,  let  thy  blessings  rest  upon  my  family,  and  upon  thy 
servant,  and  those  who  journey  with  me. 

Saturday,  April  20  tin.  1850.  The  other  Brethren  arrived  from  the  City: 
Robert  Campbell,  John  0., Angus,  and  Father  Eldredge.  We  started  about 
10  A.  M.  and  passed  over  the  first  Mountain,  and  camped  near  the 
Willow  Springs.  We  passed  over  considerable  snow;  it  was  rather  stormy 
during  the  day. 

Sunday.  April  21st.  1850.  We  voted  not  to  move  camp  today,  but  five 
of  us  went  to  examine  the  depth  of  the  snow  on  the  second  mountain, 
which  we  found,  to  be  from  one  to  ten  feet  deep  on  this  side.  I  wrote 
a  few  lines  to  Elizabeth  today. 

Monday.  April  22nd.  1850.  This  morning  we  all  started  again  to  tramp 
the  snow,  except  two  or  three,  to  keep  camp.  The  nights  were  cold  in 
this  region,  with  frequent  flurries  of  snow. 

Tuesday.  April  LSrcl.  1850.  Some  of  our  company  went  to  the  mountain 
top  to  break  the  snow.  The  morning  was  pleasant;  warm  days  and  cold 
ni gilts.  In  the  evening  we  moved  camp  about  two  miles. 

Wednesday.  April  24th.  1850.  This  morning  'che  weather  was  clear, 
about  day  break  we  began  to  ascend  the  mountain,  The  snow  did  not  bear 
us  very  long;  our  cattle  broke  through,  and  wagons,  be  had  some  hard 
labor  in  getting  up  the  mountain.  However,  we  reached  the  summit  about 
Nine  o’clock,  without  accident.  The  Lord  strengthened  our  teams,  e 
went  down  two  miles  and  had  to  camp*  The  snow  being  so  soft.  In  the 
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afternoon  we  received  news  from  the  City.  I  sot  a  letter  from  my 
The  snow  in  the  mountain  was  from  20  to  25  feet  deep. 

Thursday.  April  25th.  1850.  This  morning  was  pleasant  but  the  snow 
was  soft  and  would  not  bear  our  teams,  therefore,  we  could  not  travel 
far,  perhaps  three-quarters  of  a  mile.  We  camped  again  in  the  Canyon. 
Friday.  April  2,0th «  1650.  This  morning  it  was  stormy;  the  snow  fell 
fast,  it  was  about  5  or  6  inches  deep;  it  continued  to  storm,  until 
about  Nine  o’clock.  Yesterday  aftetnoon  we  began  to  shovel  the  snow 
out  of  the  road,  and  today  we  continued  our  labors,  and  succeed  in 
reaching  the  mouth  of  the  Canyon,  and  camped.  We  traveled  about 
three  miles  in  two  days. 

Saturday,  April  27th.  1850.  This  morning  was  very  cool;  the  sun 
shone  bright,  which  soon  warned  the  air.  We  traveled  7  miles  and 
camped  on  hast  Canyon  Creek.  Brother  A.  Harmon  was  sent  to  overtake 
the  Ferry  Company,  and  see  how  Weber  River  was.  I  forgot  to  mention 
that  Brother  T.  Grover  gave  our  company  $22.40  to  assist  us  on  our 
j  ourney. 

Sunday.  April  28th.  1850.  This  morning  the  weather  was  pleasant. 
Brother  Harmon  did  not  return  yesterday,  v/e,  therefore,  concluded  to 
travel  in  order  to  reach  the  Weber.  We  met  Brother  Harmon  and  camped 
about  4  miles  from  the  River.  The  roads  v/ere  bad. 

Monday .  Ayjril  29th,  1850.  It  was  pleasant,  ’e  started  on  our  way; 
crossed  the  Weber.  I  wrote  a  letter  home;  v/e  camped  at  the  mouth  of 
Echo  Canyon. 

Tuesday.  April  30th.  1850.  The  morning  was  pleasant.  We  began  to 
move  again;  traveled  about  15  miles,  and  camped  near  the  deep  ravine 
in  Echo  Canyon. 
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(Journal  of  William  Burton  -) 

Wednesday.  May  1st.  1850.  The  weather  was  as  usual.  We  started  about 
8  o’clock;  we  passed  over  considerable  snow  -  some  places  several 
feet  deep.  We  traveled  six  miles,  overtook  Captain  Davis  and  Brother 
Elder,  who  were  going  to  the  States;  we  camped  with  them. 

Thursday.  Hay  2nd.  1850.  This  morning  was  rather  cool,  be  have  ex¬ 
perienced  cold  nights  ever  since  we  started.  In  this  region  cf 
country  we  had  more  snow,  than  for  some  days  back.  In  the  afternoon 
we  moved  camp  one  and  one-half  miles.  Brother  M.  Clawson  left  us,  and 
went  to  drive  team  for  Brother  Elder,  through  to  the  States,  for 
which  he  was  to  have  Twenty  Dollars  . 

Friday.  May  3rd.  1850.  This  morning  v/e  started  about  sunrise  and 
traveled  7  miles  and  camped  in  the  afternoon.  We  shoveled  snow  to 
make  a  road  passable. 

Saturday.  May  4th.  1850.  This  morning  was  pleasant;  we  began  to  move 
about  9  o’clock;  traveled  near  two  miles,  crossed  Bear  River;  found 
the  Ferry  Company  there;  we  camped  and  remained  over  Sunday. 

Monday.  May  6th.  1850.  This  morning  was  clear  ;  nd  cold,  e  ook  up 
our  line  of  march  about  8  o’clock.  Brother  Harmon  and  me  went  to  a 
head,  to  the  Tar  Spring  to  get  some  to  put  on  our  wagons,  e  over¬ 
took  the  wagon  on  Sulphur  Creek  one  and  one-half  miles  from  Bear 
Eifcer;  -  Tar  Spring  one  mile  east  of  said  Creek,  be  traveled  5  miles 
camped  near  the  foot  of  dividing,  v/hieh  separates  the  waters  of  the 
Basin  from  the  Colorado.  e  had  to  shovel  snow  to  get  over  the 
divide. 

Tuesday.  May  7th.  1850.  The  weather  as  usual;  we  started  at  8  o’clock 
Found  the  roads  somo  better,  but  little  snow.  Traveled  16  miles; 
camped  east  of  uddy  Creek. 

Wednesday.  May  8th.  1850.  The  weather  pleasant,  be  arrived  at 
Fort  Bridger  about  Noon,  remained  there  until  the  evening,  be  then 
moved  camp  three  miles  and  stopped  for  the  night.  Bought  some  coffee 
and  sugar. 

Thursday.  May  9th.  1850.  This  morning  we  started  at  8  o’ clock; went 
one  mile  and  stopped  to  trade  some  of  our  c  ttlo  and  buy  some  bacon 

from  Battice  &  Company.  Iy  part  of  the  expenses  was  C'3.60. 
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(Journal  of  William  Burton  -  ) 

tinued  on  our  journey  and  oonped  on  Black’s  Fork  -  ll£  miles  from 
Bridger.  We  were  not  troubled  any  more  with  snow;  the  roads  were 
dry  and  dusty* 

Friday.  Hay  10th.  1850*  This  morning  was  rainy.  Ye  stopped  until 
late  before  we  started.  Reached  Hans  Fork  of  Green  River  at  sun  set. 
The  stream  was  high.  We  first  drove  our  cattle  across  with  chain, 
enough  to  reach  to  the  opposite  side,  and  then  drew  our  wagons  across. 
Y*e  got  through  without  difficulty. 

Saturday,  ay  11th.  1850.  The  weather  pleasant;  we  crossed  the  above 
stream  on  Saturday  the  11th,  and  traveled  on  until  night,  then 
camped  on  a  desert  plain. 

Sunday.  May  12th.  1850. »  This  morning  we  moved  on  to  Green  River, 
distance  from  Hams  Fork  24  miles;  here  we  remained  until  Monday. 

Found  a  Company  of  Mountaineers.  Brother  Harmon  traded  an  Ox  with 
them. 

Monday.  May  15th.  1050.  e  started  about  the  usual  hour;  crossed 
Green  River  without  a  Ferry  boat;  we  went  through  with  our  wagons 
without  accident.  We  traveled  16  miles  and  camped  on  Big  Sandy. 

Tuesday.  May  14th.  1850.  This  morning  was  pleasant;  we  started  about 
eight  o’clock.  A  number  of  Snake  Indians  came  to  our  camp.  They 
were  friendly;  we  gave  them  something  to  eat;  we  met  c  large  band  of 
them  going  to  Bridger.  Stopped  at  Moon  on  Big  Sandy,  11  miles; 

Traveled  to  Little  Sandy;  camped  for  the  night  having  traveled 
20  miles. 

Wednesday.  Hay  15th.  1850.  This  morning  was  pleasant;  we  proceeded 
on  our  journey;  near  Dry  Sandy  net  Captain  Craw’s  Company  cf  "gold 
diggers”  bound  for  California  -  39  days  from  the  States.  There  was 
25  men  in  all.  We  traveled  20  miles,  und  camped  on  Pacific  Creek. 
Thursday.  lay  16th.  1850.  This  morning  we  began  to  move  about  8  A.  !'. 
Near  Ten  o’clock  we  had  a  thunder  shower,  about  one-half  mile  from 
the  summit  of  the  dividing  Ridge,  or  South  Pass  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  We  tarried  awhile,  and  then  v;ent  on  ,  and  crossed  the 
Sweetwater;  found  a  large  Emigration  Company  going  to  the  Missouri; 
Captain  Denison  was  their  leader.  o  camped,  having  traveled  15  miles. 
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Friday,  May  17th.  1850 .  ThiB  no ruing  pleasant;  we  began  to  move 
about  8  o'clock;  traveled  14  miles,  comped  near  the  Pocky  Ridge. 

We  had  some  rain  in  the  night. 

Saturday.  May  18th,  1850,  We  took  up  our  line  of  m  rch  about  the 
usual  hour;  met  another  Company  going  to  California.  We  crossed 
the  River  again;  it  was  high;  we  camped  having  traveled  16  miles. 
Sunday.  I.Iay  19th.  1850.  n.  pleasant  morning;  we  should  have  remained 
here  until  Monday,  but  there  was  no  feed  for  our  cattle,  so  we 
traveled  10  miles.  I  sent  a  letter  to  Elizabeth  by  A.  K.  Hayes; 
camped  near  the  Springs* 


Monday,  fay  20th,  1850.  This  morning  cool;  we  started  about 
7  o’clock;  traveled  to  the  River  6  miles  and  camped.  I  sent  a 


letter  to  Elizabeth,  by  C.  Leek.  We  meet  a  great  many  wagons  every 
day.  I  sent  a  few  lines  to  Robert  by  1.U  I.  Burton,  Dubuque  County. 
Tuesday  Way  21st.  1850.  This  morning  was  pleasant;  we  started  at 
Seven  o’clock.  During  the  day  we  passed  several  companies.  One 
thing  that  attracted  our  attention  was  a'Tud&y’7  with  his  wheelbarrow 
with  his  all  on  it.  He  appeared  in  good  spirits,  having  traveled 
over  1600  miles.  We  traveled  18  miles. 

Wednesday.  I.Iay  22nd,  1850.  This  morning  we  started  about  the 
usual  hour;  traveled  about  15  miles;  camped  near  the  Devil’s  Gate. 
Thursday.  May  25 rd .  1850.  a  Pleasant  morning;  v/e  started  about 
the  usual  time;  met  a  great  many  Emigrants  -  more  than  on  any 
previous  day.  We  crossed  the  Sweetwater  near  Independence  Rock 
and  camped  on  Grease  ood  Creek.  Traveled  16  miles. 

Friday,  fay  24th.  1850.  This  morning  v/e  started  about  7  o’clock; 


/ 


traveled  18  miles;  camped  near  the  Rocky  Ridge. 

Saturday.  May  25th.  1850.  he  started  bout  the  usual  time.  I  met 
C.  Gaylord;  traveled  to  the  Platte  21  miles,  and  camped  there  for 

several  days. 

Sunday,  hay  26th.  1850.  I  was  somewhat  indisposed. 

Monday.  I  lay  27th.  1050.  Today  I  had  to  lay  by  on  account  of  ny 
health,  but  soon  got  better.  We  remained  at  Platte  Ferry  until 
June  5rd  to  assist  them  in  making  boats  ferrying.  They  gave  us 
$125.00  to  aid  us  on  our  Mission. 
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Sunder,  Hay  20th.  1850.  Today  I  had  a  slight  attack  of  the  Mountain 
Fever,  which  lasted  2  or  3  days.  I  v/as  administered  to  by  Brothers 
Haight  and  Harmon,  and  got  well.  The  Ferry  company  desired  us  to 
stay  a  few  days  and  help  them,  he  consented  to  do  so,  considering 
it  would  aid  us  on  our  mission.  V/e  remained  here  until  June  3rd, 

The  Company  gave  us  (125.00,  and  promised  to  assist  our  families, 
we  having  assisted  them  to  build  two  boats.  We  also  traded  our  teems 
for  horses,  and  fine  ones,  too. 

JUNE  1850. 

Monday.  June  3rd.  1650.  This  morning  was  pleasant.  I  wrote  a  letter 
to  Elisabeth,  and  sent  Four  pounds  of  Tea  by  William  Hewit.  About 
Noon  we  started  on  cur  journey;  all  in  good  spirits,  having  four 
horses  to  our  wagon.  Ye  camped  on  the  Muddy  Creek  13  miles  from 
the  Ferry. 

Tuesday.  June  4th.  1350.  Pleasant  morning;  v/e  started  early  and 
traveled  25  miles,  camped  on  Fourche  Boise,  the  road  was  crowded 
with  men  going  to  California  for  gold. 

Wednesday.  June  5th.  1850.  he  started  as  usual;  traveled  27  miles 
Camped  on  SaihsutB  Tab oute.  '  ** 

Thursday.  June  6th.  1850.  We  started  about  7  o’clock  and  teaveled 
about  23  miles;  camped  on  Horse  Creek. 

Friday.  June  7th.  1850.  A  warm  pleasant  morning.  Captain  Haight 
and  me  went  in  search  of  the  horses  before  sun  rise,  but  could  not 
find  them.  We  soon  got  on  their  trail;  followed  after  them  for 
some  time,  until  we  cane  to  an  Emigrant  camp,  but  no  horses.  After 
a  search  for  several  hours  and  could  not  find  them,  we  went  to 
prayer,  and  desired  an  evidence  from  our  Father  that  we  should 
find  them.  When  we  arose  we  felt  an  assurance  that  we  should  obtain 
them.  We  then  returned  to  Camp  and  reported  to  the  brethren  the  situa¬ 
tion  of  affairs  relative  to  the  horses.  Our  situation  looked  rather 
gloomy  -  not  one  of  our  animals  left  to  ride  in  search  of  them.  Ye 
tried  to  hire  a  horse,  could  not;  we  however,  succeeded  in  buying 

a  poor  one  for  C42.00.  Brother  R.  Campbell  mounted  our  new  steed 
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and  todk  the  road  back,  but  no  trace  of  them  on  the  road.  Others  went 
in  pursuit  of  them  on  the  trail.  Brothers  Haight  and  Karmon  continued 
to  search  for  them  until  about  the  middle  of  the  afternoon,  when  to 
our  great  joy  and  satisfaction  they  were  discovered  on  the  hills,  and 
we  saw  them  going  towards  the  camp.  T/e  felt  thankful  to  our  Heavenly 
father  for  his  goodness  towards  in  being  blessed  with  our  horses 
again;  His  preserving  hand  hath  ever  been  over  us  for  good  on  our  way 
thus  far. 

Saturday.  June  8th.  1850.  This  morning  we  began  to  move  about  7  o’clock 
Traveled  25  miles  and  camped  on  the  llatte  10  miles  from  Laramie. 

Sunday.  June  9th.  1850.  A  pleasant  morning;  the  weather  getting 
warmer,  he  remained  here  over  Sabbath.  In  the  afternoon  I  went  with 
Brother  R.  Campbell  to  the  Fort  to  see  if  we  could  obtain  supplies. 
Monday,  June  10th.  1850.  Our  wagons  came  to  the  Fort  in  the  forenoon. 
Today  I  wrote  to  Elizabeth;  got  some  biscuit.  The  Ferry  boat  had  gone 
down  the  River,  therefore,  we  had  to  go  down  the  south  side  cf  the 
River.  Traveled  18  miles;  camped  on  the  Flatte;  we  had  a  shower  of 
rain  in  the  evening.

Tuesday.  June  11th.  1850.  The  weather  pleasant  this  morning;  we 
started  before  Seven  o’clock;  the  roads  dusty  and  crowded  with 
Emigrants,  be  traveled  28  miles,  camped  near  Horse  Creek. 

Wednesday.  June  12th.  1850.  The  weather  fine;  we  started  about 
the  usual  time;  traveled  to  cott’s  Bluff  13  miles,  and  camped.  It 
was  rumored  today  that  there  were  some  cases  of  Cholera  near  us. 

No  water  from  Horse  Creek  here  on  the  road. 

Thursday.  June  15th.  1850.  e  began  to  move  before  Seven  o’clock. 

The  weather  warn;  14  miles  from  here  to  the  River;  no  water  near 
the  road  until  you  struck  the  River,  be  continued  down  the  Platte 
and  camped  on  the  same  side.  During  the  night  we  had  considerable 
rain  storm.  Traveled  24  miles. 
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FjrlsL&y. ■ . _Ju  ne  14tli,  1850,  a  pleasant  morning;  our  road  continued  down 
the  River,  Traveled  20  miles;  camped  on  a  small  creek  near  the  River, 
The  roads  good, 

Saturday.  June  15th.  1850,  The  weather  fine  and  warm.  We  continued 
to  meet  large  numbers  of  Emigrants;  and  many  of  them  were  sick,  and 
many  were  dying  every  day.  It  appeared  to  be  the  Cholera.  They  were 
much  alarmed.  One  thing  that  struck  our  attention  was  a  man  packing 
a  cow.  We  traveled  25  miles  and  camped  on  the  Platte  and  remained 
over  Sabbath,  Several  deaths  of  the  Emigrants  near  by. 

Monday.  June  17th.  1850,  We  began  to  move  early;  the  morning  was 
warm.  We  traveled  20  miles.  An  Emigrant  told  me  that  a  woman  buried

her  own  child.  Brother  Harmon  sick  today;  we  camped  near  Cattle  Rock. 
Tuesday.  June  18th.  1850.  A  fine  morning;  we  passed  a  great  many 
graves,  but  not  so  many  emigrants.  We  passed  over  to  the  south  Fork  of 
the  Platte  and  camped.  Brother  Harmon  continued  to  be  unwell,  and 

some  others  v*ere  ailing.  The  road  was  good  from  Ash  Hollow  to  the 

£JWV.  na€) 

River,  but  no  water  for  drinking,  and  no  timber  after  you  leave  the 
Hollow,  Traveled  25  miles, 

Wednesday,  June  19th,  1850,  This  morning  the  weather  was  warm. 

We  began  to  make  preparations  to  cross  the  River.  We  got  our  baggage 
carried  oyer  on  some  Eni  grant.  * s  boats,  which  was  a  great  help  to  us. 
Several  of  our  Company  were  complaining,  but  it  is  singular  how  we  are 
preserved  from  sickness,  while  the  Emigrants  were  dying  all  around 
us,  but  the  most  of  those  were  from  Missouri  and  Illinois.  We  got

safely  over  the  Platte. 

Thursday.  June  20th,  1850,  Come  rain  last  night.  We  start  again  on 
our  journey;  passed  a  great  many  graves  -  one  the  wolves  had  dug  up. 

We  did  not  meet  so  many  Emigrants  today  as  usual.  The  roads  were  good. 
Ho  timber  near  the  Platte. 

Friday.  June  21st.  1850.  The  weather  warm.  In  the  night  I  was  taken 
very  sick  with  excessive  pain  in  the  body  and  dissentary.  I  was  ad¬ 
ministered  to  by  Brother  Haight  and  Brother  Angus,  and  got  relief 
through  the  power  cf  God,  so  that  I  was  able  to  travel  by  riding  in 
the  wagon.  We  met  some  Government  trains  going  west;  One  Company 
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of  Riflemen.  We  passed  a  great  many  graves,  ana  sick.  Traveled  28 
miles  and  camped  on  tlie  slough  near  the  Rivor.  The  road,  good,  hut 
no  timber  at  alii  hardly. 

Saturday.  June  22nd.  1850.  Started  at  daylight  to  get  rid  of  mosqui¬ 
toes.  In  a  short  time  we  came  to  an  encampment  hound  for  Salt  Lake, 
principally  Saints.  We  were  glad  to  see  them.  Howard  Coray  was  in  the 
train.  We  stopped  to  Noon  at  Cold  Spring,  some  timber,  a  deep  hollow; 
traveled,  on  today;  heard  that  Captain  Davis  was  dead  -  died  with  the 
Cholera.  We  camped  near  the  River;  traveled  17  miles;  more  graves  than 
usual;  several  of  our  Company  was  unwell,  hut  the  Lord  sustained  us  c  fc 
and  blessed  us  with  strength  to  continue  our  journey. 

Sunday.  June  25rd.  1850.  In  consequence  of  not  being  in  a  good  place 
to  remain  over  Sunday  we  traveled,  met  very  few  wagons;  traveled  16 
miles;  camped  on  the  River. 

Monday.  June  24th.  1850.  The  weather  warm;  we  moved  out  early;  traveled 
about  siz  miles,  met  17  wagons  of  Saints  going  to  the  Valley;  the  great-' 
er  part  of  them  were  from  St.  Louis.  My  sister  Mary,  and  her  husband 
were  in  the  Company.  Ty  heart  was  made  glad  to  see  them.  We  got  some 
bread  and  butter,  which  was  a  treat  to  us.  In  the  evening  we  -  Lorenzo 
Young,  with  Twelve,  not  all  Saints,  a  number  of sheep  and  loose  cattle 
traveled  24  miles;  camped  with  Young. 

Tuesday  June  25th.  1850.  We  started  about  the  usual  time;  met  Milo 
Andrus*  Company,  50  wagons  -  all  in  good  health  and  spirits.  In  the 
afternoon  met  one  Company  Mounted  Riflenent  going  to  Laramie.  ’  e 
camped  near  Fort  Kearney;  traveled  21  miles. 

Wednesday.  June  26th.  1850.  We  started  about  daylight  and  traveled  to 

the  Fort;  two  trains  were  in  camp  there  -  Captain  Luke*s  50  and  one 

/ 

Merchant  train  for  Livingston  &  Company,  all  in  good  health.  We 
traveled  10  miles,  came  to  Thomas  Johnson’s  Company  of  Fifty;  we  were 
glad  to  see  them;  we  stopped  over  night  with  them;  held  a  meeting  and 
spoke  a  few  words  of  comfort  to  them.  I  made  a  few  remarks;  the  Spirit 


of  the  Lord  was  with  us. 
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Thursday.  June  27th.  1850.  We  started  about  the  usual  tine.  In  a 
short  time  met  Aaron  Johnson’s  Company  of  One  Hundred;  there  had  been 
13  deaths  in  the  Company.  Brother  Johnson,  Wife  and  son  camped  near 
the  River.  Traveled  85  miles. 

Friday.  June  28th.  1850.  The  weather  warm  -  rain  a Most  every  night, 
with  strong  wind.  Met  Brother  Fleming’s  company,  22  wagons  including 
Blair’s  goods  for  the  Valley.  Met  Captain  I.  Pace  and  Sessions,  with 
56  wagons;  also  David  Evans’  company,  54  v/agons;  they  had  had  four 
deaths  by  cholera.  Met  James  Bennett’s  company,  57  wagons  -  11  deaths, 
nine  with  cholera.  Luther  Warner  was  one  who  died,  leaving  rather  a 
helpless  family.  Me  traveled  88  miles;  camped  near  the  River.  During 
the  night  we  had  a  severe  storm  of  rain  and  v?ind  together  with  thunder 
and  lightning. 

Saturday.  June  29th.  1850.  Proceeded  on  our  journey  as  usual.  The 
day  was  warm;  some  timber  on  the  River.  Met  Mr.  Beech  from  St.  Louis 
going  to  the  Valley  with  goods.  Our  road  was  over  a  low  bottom.  Passed 
Otis  I.  Terry’s  Company  of  50  wagons;  Brothers  Campbell  and  Crosby  went 
to  their  camp  to  carry  letters;  Two  deaths  in  this  Company;  about 
four  miles  further  we  camped  with  William  Walls  company  of  Titty; 
neld  a  meeting,  I  spoke,  several  others  followed  me.  We  administered 
to  some  of  the  sick  -  Eleven  deaths  in  the  company.  Traveled  26  miles. 
Sunday.  June  50th.  1850.  A  pleasant  morning.  We  started  early;  passed 
over  a  low  bottom;  bad  roads;  passed  Justis  Moss’  Company  of  13  wagons- 
a  part  of  Elder  v/oodruff’s  company;  all  well.  Some  timber  where  we 
moved;  in  15  miles  we  came  to  S.  Rounay’s  company  of  26  wagons  -(4) 
deaths  -  the  rest  tiere  all  tolerably  well.  Sister  Buss  was  in  the 
company.  We  remained  with  them  until  Monday  morning. 
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Monday,  July  1st. 1850.  We  started  on  as  usual;  rode  over  rolling 
prairie.  We  met  Jedediah  Grant’s  company;  -  22  wagons,  principally 
loaded  with  goods;  all  well.  Previous  to  this  we  met  9  wagons 
from  Willi&ra  Snow’s  company, of  One  Hundred  considerable 

sickness  in  the  company,  -  7  deaths;  62  wagons  in  this  Company. 

Met  Wilford  Woodruff’s  company  of  One  Hundred.  17 e  camped  with 
E.  Whipple’s  company  of  26  wagons  -  5  deaths.  In  L.  Hardy’s 
company  56  wagons.  The  two  companies  were  close  together; 
traveled  30  miles.  In  the  evening  we  met  with  the  Brethren;  some 
remarks  were  made  by  Eider  Woodruff ,  and  some  of  our  Company. 

Four  deaths  In  Hardy’s  company. 

Tuesday.  July  2nd,  1850,  A  fine  morning;  we  proceeded  on  our  .jour-1 
ney.  We  met  Joseph  Young  and  company,  being  part  of  William  Snow’s 
company;  2  deaths  by  cholera.  In  the  afternoon  we  met  Col.  Markhaur 
company  -  50  wagons;  4  deabhs  in  the  Company.  We  crossed  Salt  Creek 
and  camped;  traveled  24  miles. 

Wednesday.  July  5rd,  1850,  We  started  early,  a  pleasant  mcrning.  We 
met  a  government  train  of  15  wagons  going  to  Laramie.  The  next 
company  was  Middleton  &  Riley  from  St.  Joseph,  with  15  wagons 
loaded  with  goods  going  to  the  Valley.  We  also  passed  about  15 
wagons  in  comp  belonging  to  Government.  Traveled  12  miles;  ITooned 
at  Weeping  Water  Creek.  We  continued  on  and  camped  near  a  Grove; 
having  traveled  26  miles. 

Thursday.  July  4th,  1850.  This  morning  was  pleasant;  we  started 
early;  traveled  about  8  miles;  came  to  Bisnop  Hunter’s  camp,  also 
Keyv/ood  &  Woolley  was  with  him.  All  well;  56  wagons  in  all.  We 
crossed  the  Missouri  River  about  5  o’clock  P.  M.  at  Bethlehem.  We 
traveld#  8  miles;  stopped  at  J,  Browning’s  over  night,  here  we  met 
Elder  Hyde  and  some  others  going  to  the  Valley,  with  U.  S.  Mail. 
Friday.  July  5th.  1850.  I  wrote  a  letter  to  Elisabeth;  at  Noon  we 
started  and  went  to  Kanesville;  we  were  much  rejoiced  to  get  there 
where  we  beheld  our  friends  and  Brethren  in  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 

I  took  up  my  quarters  at  Abraham  Chadwick’s,  where  I  was  welcomely 

received.  I  stopped  some  with  Brother  DeVol. 
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Sunday,  July  7th.  1850.  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Saints  in 
Kanesviile.  I  made  some  remarks  relative  to  the  situation  of  the 
Saints  in  the  Valley,  and  the  work  of  the  Last  Days.  The  Lord  blessed 
me  with  His  spirit  to  bear  testimony  to  those  things  that  pertain 
to  the  building  up  of  His  kingdom.  I  remained  in  Kanesviile  and 
vicinity  for  several  days,  waiting  for  a  Steamboat. 

Thursday.  July  11th.  1050.  Today  went  to  Council  Point;  stopped  over 
night  with  James  Allred.  Several  cases  of  cholera  -  2  died.  I  ad¬ 
ministered  to  some  who  were  sick. 

Friday.  July  12th.  1850.  Returned  to  Kanesviile;  visited  R.  Caldwell 
and  others. 

Sunday.  July  14th.  1850.  I  attended  meeting  in  Kanesviile;  had 
good  liberty  in  speaking  to  the  Saints.  Brother  Crosby  made  some 
remarks  after  me. 

Monday.  July  15th.  1880,  This  morning  we  started  for  St.  Joseph  - 
eight  of  us  who  came  in  company  from  the  Valley.  Ve  got  Jeremiah 
Whitesides  to  take  us  down  in  his  wagon.  Ve  took  dinner  with  Brother 
James  Davenport,  Keg  Creek,  13  miles.  Brother  Harmon  and  me  stopped 
over  night  with  Cool.ldge  -  20  miles  from  Kanesviile. 

Tuesday.  July  16th.  1850.  Ve  continued  our  journey;  took  dinner 
with  a  Brother  Van  Leuven,  on  the  17th,  we  heard  the  news  of  the 
death  of  President  John  Taylor.  Passed  through  Linden;  stopped 
with  a  Mr.  Farmer;  was  well  treated;  traveled  35  miles. 

Wednesday.  July  17th.  1850.  We  started  early  in  the  morning;  traveled 
about  50  miles;  some  of  us  stopped  with  a  Mr.  McKay. 

Thursday.  July  18th,  1850.  We  continued  on  our  way;  stopped  with 
Terhune,  six  miles  from  Savannah;  we  were  well  trwated  at  this  house. 

Traveled  over  30  miles*  today;  weather  very  warm.

Friday.  July  19tli.  1850.  Brother  Crosby  sick  this  mornii^.  We  called 
on  the  Lord  to  strengthen  him,  so  that  he  Fas  able  to  travel;  after¬ 
noon  we  arrived  in  St.  Joseph;  in  the  evening  we  went  on  board  the 
"SACRAM&NTO"  paid  $8.00  for  our  fare  to  St.  Louis;  good  officers  on 
this  boat;  about  midnight  we  stopped  ut  Western.  So  far  the  hand  of 
the  Lord  hath  sustained  us  and  opened  our  way; to  Him  be  ascribed 
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praise  forever.  Amen* 

Monday*  July  B2nd*  1850*  We  arrived  at  St*  Louis  about  10  o’clock 

A,  lim  All  in  Good,  spirits;  we  had  a  pleasant  trip  from  St*  Joseph 

here;  we  were  kindly  treated  by  the  officers  and  crew.  We  found 

Brethren  in  this  place,  and  stopped  at _ _  Boyd  and  George 

Price’s*  About  5  P*  IU  Brothers  Haight,  Harmon,  Crosby  and  Spencer 
left  on  board  the  "SENATOR"  for  LaSalle*  In  the  cveing  I  met  with 
some  of  the  Saints*  We  had  a  good  meeting*  Brother  I.  0.  Angus  and 
me  had  to  stop  in  the  City  to  obtain  means  to  help  us  on  our  way 
to  England* 

Tuesday*  July  25 ret*  1650*  We  visited  several  of  the  Saints;  consider 
able  cholera  and  sickness  in  St.  Louis.  In  the  afternoon  Brothers 
Campbell  and  Works  left  the  City  on  the  YFIILUTCISR"  fer  LaSalle. 

In  the  evening  I  attended  a  meeting  where  a  few  cf  the  Saints  met 
to  transact  some  business.  I  made  some  remarks;  a  good  spirit  pre¬ 
vailed  in  the  meeting. 

Wednesday.  July  £<&th*  1850*  The  weather  was  extremely  warm*  In 
the  evening  I  addressed  a  congregation  of  the  Saints,  and  had  good 
liberty;  Brother  Angus  made  some  remarks;  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
rested  uponuus* 

Saturday*  July  ?37th*  1650,  From  the  above  date  w&  continued  our 
visit  to  different  places;  in  the  evening  we  met  with  the  Brethren 
in  Council*  I  spoke  some. 

Sunday*  July  BGtiu  1350*  I  attended  meeting  in  the  forenoon;  Brother 
Angus  apoke  first,  I  followed.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  to  a 
large  congregation  of  the  Saints;  had  good  liberty.  I  also  met  with 
the  saints  in  the  evening,  and  made  some  remarks*  During  our  stay 
in  St.  Louis  we  attended  six  meetings;  found  many  warm-hearted 
Saints  who  were  kind  to  us;  they  gave  us  £40.00  to  help  us  on  our 
mission.  Hay  the  Lord  bless  them  is  my  prayer. 

Monday*  July  1. 9th*  1650.  Today  we  bid  farewell  to  the  Saints  in 

St.  Louis*  We  took  passage  on  board  the  "SLNAfOR"  for  LaSalle; 
left  the  City  about  Six  P*  M*  -  Several  of  the  Saints  come  on  board 
the  Boat  with  us;  they  wanted  us  to  tarry  longer  with  them,  but 
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we  could  not  comply  v/lth  their  request.  Ve  had  a  pleasant  tine  in 
going  up  the  Illinois  Liver;  it  is  a  dead,  sluggish  stream,  yet 
there  are  many  fine,  flourishing  towns  on  its  banks. 

Wednesday.  July  51st.  1850,  Near  Six  P.  II.  this  evening  we  arrive 
in  LaSalle;  the  officers  were  kind  and  accommodating;  altogether 
we  had  a  pleasant  trip.  The  weather  was  f aver  able;  the  Lord  blessed 
us  with  all  things  necessary  for  our  good.  As  soon  as  the  boat 
landed  I  went  on  shore  in  search  of  Elder  f-an&erz,  who  I  found  in  a 
short  time.  I  was  gladly  received.  Brother  Angus  and  me  stopped 
with  them  over  night;  they  were  dead  and  lifeless  as  pertaining  to  thi 
Gospel;  our  visit  will  do  good  to  them  I  think# 
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Thursday,  aligns  t  1st,  1850 ♦  This  morning  we  took  ths  stage  at 
Perns #  one  mile  from  LaSalle,  to  go  to  Pa3.es tine  Grove,  to  see  ny 
sister  Sarah.  Wo  reached  there  in  the  afternoon*  I  found  then  all 
well,  and  much  rejoiced  to  see  me* 

Friday.  August  2nd*  1850*  About  Ten  A*  M.  Brother  Angus  and  me 
started;  my  brother-in-law  took  us  to  LaSalle.  At  7  P*  II  r:e  took 
Canal  3oat  for  Chicago, 

Saturday*  August  3rd.  1350,  The  Cholera  raging  bad  in  Chicago  - 
40  deaths  that  night.  We  arrived  at  Bridgeport  Five  P*  M.  from 
Chircago.  7/e  lay  until  morning;  arrived  in  the  City  about  n  A.  !.:!• 
where  we  remained  until  Five  in  the  afternoon. 

Sunday.  August  4th,  1850,  At  Five  in  the  evening  we  left  Chicago 
on  board  the "CANADA"  Steamer,  for  New  Buffalo,  where  we  arrived  in 
four  hours;  we  then  took  the  cars  for  Detroit,  passing  through 
the  central  part  of  Michigan.  There  was  many  flourishing  towns

Monday.  August  5th*  1850*  We  arrived  in  Detroit  Ten  A.  M,  took  the 
Steamer  Boat  "llLYFLOWIsiR, "  a  very  splendid  boat  and  fast  sailing 
vessel. 

Tuesday.  August  6th.  1850,  Five  o’clock  in  the  morning  we  arrived 
in  Buffalo,  having  been  about  35  hours  in  coming  from  Chicago;  we 
had  a  pleasant  trip.

it  cost  me  about  $12,00. 

Sunday  July  11th.  1850,  In  the  afternoon  we  attended  a  meeting 
with  the  Saints;  there  is  but  a  small  number  in  this  City,  Matthew 
Kicks,  president.  I  made  some  remarks,  and  others  also;  we  partook 
of  the  Sacrament  with  them,  and  cheered  them  all  we  could.  This  is 
one  of  the  great  ciries  of  the  earth,  containing  near  half  a  million 
of  souls;  -  from  morning  until  night  it  is  one  continual 
scene  of  bustle  and  confusion,  but  few  seeking  after  truth  • 

Monday  and  Tuesday.  July  12th  and  15th.  1850.  I  wrote  letter  to 
Elizabeth,  to  Sarah,  to  Anthony,  and  to  Eanesville. 

Tuesday.  July  13th.  1850,  I  went  to  Jersey  City,  and  went  on  board 
the  British  Mail  Steamer,  "CANADA”;  her  engine  surpassed  anything 
of  the  kind  I  had  seen  before;  her  cabins  and  saloons  were  splendid, 
Wednesday.  July  14th.  1850,  We  went  on  board  the  ship  "LADY  FRANKLIN" 
at  2  P.  II. ;  she  left  the  docks,  anchored  in  the  East  River. 

Thursday.  July  15th.  1850.  Our  shipjn  weighed  and  anchored  early 
in  the  morning  a  steamboat  towed  us  out  to  sea.  The  day  was  pleasant; 
the  si  ;ht  beautiful  to  see  the  ships  and  sails  of  various  kinds  moving 
to  and  fro;  the  view  of  New  York,  Brooklyn,  Governor's  Island,  &c.

In  a  few  hours  he 
v/as  committed  to  the  deep.  No  one  to  mourn  for  him;  some  prayers  read 
over  him  by  the  doctor.  Some  of  the  Brethren  ?/ere  sick  with  the 
motion  of  the  ship.

Almost  a  dead  calm.  Our  ship  rolled  fine, 
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but  we  moved  slow.  The  calm  continued  during  the  day;  in  the  night 
it  rained  and  blowed. 

Tuesday ,  , j  _•  _  ,20th.  1850 .  The  weather  fine  and  warm,  calm;  our 
ship  rolled,  tossed  about,  made  but  little  headway. 

Wednesday,  21st.  1850.  During  the  night  it  rained  and  blowed 

considerable.  It  was  calm  in  the  morning;  at  8  A.  II.  the  wind  re- 

i*reshed  some  and  continued. 

Thursda.,  .  nu,^.  ^2nd.  1850.  This  morning  was  pleasant;  the  wind  consid¬ 

erably  good.  I  was  some  sick  today.  Our  ship  made  good  headway. 

Friday .  --ug.  ..5rd,  1850.  We  still  continued  to  move  on  tolerably  well 
We  discovered  a  sail  on  our  Larboard  sailing  east. 

Saturday,  --ug>  .:4th,  1850.  The  weather  fine  and  its  wind  favorable; 
it  changed  round  to  the  West;  our  company  were  better  in  health. 

Sunday  .  :^th.  1850.  It  is  somewhat  rainy  today;  our  ship  moved 

on  well;  in  the  afternoon  we  held  a  meeting  on  the  quarter-deck;  I 
had  the  Cap  Stand  for  a  pulpit.  I  spoke  to  the  congregation,  gave  them 
a  short  synopsis  of  our  Faith.  Two  ships  passed  us  going  East. 

Monday,  ,uth.  The  wind  favorable. 

Tuesday,  •  ^7th.  1850.  The  weather  fine;  the  wind  on  our  side  from 
the  North,  we  run  close  to  it.  Four  sails  were  in  sight;  towards  night 
the  wind  turned  ahead.  I  was  very  sick  with  the  head  ache.

SEPTEMBER ,  1850, 


(Journal  of  William  Burton  -  ) 

Sunday,  September  1st.  1850.  The  weather  cool;  the  v/ind  from  the 
Southeast.  We  varied  from  our  course  some;  a  ship  passed  bound  for 
New  York.  In  the  evening  we  held  a  meeting  in  our  room;  the  Lord 
blessed  us;  we  attended  prayer  morning  and  night  in  our  room  during 
the  voyage. 

Monday.  September  2nd.  1850.  The  weather  cool;  the  wind  almost 
ahead;  a  sail  seen  to  the  windward. 

Tuesday,  September  3rd.  1850.  The  wind  about  the  same;  it  rained 
some;  a  sail  in  sight;  in  the  afternoon  two  others  in  sight.  We 
tacked  ship  several  times. 

Wednesday,,  September  4th.  1850.  Cool  weather,  the  wind  the  same; 
we  tacked  several  times* 

Thursday,  September  5th.  1Q50*  The  wind  ahead;  we  passed  the  Barque 
"SIR  HENRY  SMITH"  bound  for  England;  discovered  other  sail  in  sight. 
.Friday,  September  6th.  1850.  The  weather  rather  warmer;  the  wind 
ahead,  blowing  strong;  several  sails  in  sight;  we  gained  40  miles 
in  24  hours. 

Saturday.  September  7th.  1850*  Blowed  hard  all  night;  in  the  fore¬ 
noon  the  wind  changed  so  that  we  were  able  to  run  an  East  course, 
re  passed  a  British  Brig  -  other  sails  in  sighfc.  About  3  P.  M.  we 
discovered  land;  we  had  been  22  days  out  of  sight  of  land.  Our 
hearts  were  made  glad  to  think  that  we  were  so  near  our  place  of 
destination.  To  Cod  be  the  praise  for  blessings  granted  so  far. 
Sunday,  September  8th.  1850.  The  wind  about  the  sane  quarter.  7/e 
had  to  tack  ship  several  times  during  the  day;  we  came  near  the 
rocks  call  the  "Bull  Cow  &  Calf"  on  the  Irish  Coast.  A  steamer 
passed  us  bount  to  the  United  States;  a  great  many  sails  in  sight 
all  around  us. 

Monday,  September  9th.  1850.  The  wind  ahead.  On  our  East  we  discov¬ 
ered  Cape  Clear;  we  made  but  little  during  the  day.  A  Cork  pilot 
boats  came  to  us,  and  wanted  to  come  aboard,  but  the  Captain  would 
not  stop;  we  could  not  double  the  Cape;  the  Irish  coast  appeared 
rocky  and  barren.  A  number  of  sails  in  sight;  Two  Light  houses  at 

this  point  -  one  in  the  Gape  -  another  on  a  Rock  in  the  Sea  that 
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risos  almost  perpendicular;  it  is  about  three  miles  from  the  shore. 
Tuesday.  September  10th.  1850,  The  wind  ahead;  in  the  forenoon  we 
came  near  the  Coast  again;  we  saw  the  fields  of  grain  that  were 
not  harvested.  We  had  to  continue  to  tack;  the  wind  blew  strong; 
several  pilot  boats  hove  in  sight,  but  few  sails.  We  held  a  prayer 
meeting  at  night. 

Wednesday.  September  11th.  1850.  No  land  in  sight  this  momiing;  the 
wind  a  little  more  favorable;  we  kept  our  course;  a  sail  passed  going 
to  Sea.  We  were  now  in  St.  George’s  Channel,  more  sails  in  view; 
a  hawk  caught  on  our  rigging. 

Thursday.  September  12th.  1850,  This  morning  the  coast  cf  Wales 
appeared  in  sight;  we  passed’HIoly  Head "Light  House.  The  day  pleas¬ 
ant;  a  light  breeze,  a  great  many  sails  around  us.  I  now  began  to 
feel  as  if  ay  labors  would  soon  commence  in  the  vineyard  cf  the 
Lord.  0  Lord  strengthen  meT. 

Friday.  September  15th.  1850.  The  wind  unfavorable;  we  began  to 

a 

look  for  Steam  Boat  and  Pilot  to  take  us  into  Liverpool.  About 
Three  P.  M.  the  Pilot  came  on  board;  the  tow  steamer  hitched  to  our 
ship  and  towed  us  to  port.  We  anchored  in  the  Mercy  Biver  about  mid¬ 
night,  at  Four  A.  M.  entered  the  Waterloo  Lock.,  having  been  50  days 
in  coming  from  New  York.  The  Lord  blessed  us  with  weather,  although 
we  had  considerable  head  v«ind.  T7e  reached  our  place  of  destination 
in  safety,  all  enjoying  good  health. 

Saturday.  September  14th.  1850.  When  we  got  our  clearnace  from  the 
custom  house,  wewent  into  the  City.  Brother  Pratt  received  us  kindly 
welcomed  us  to  the  British  Isles  to  labor  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 
Five  of  us  stopped  with  Brother  Charles  Gov/loy,  who  kept  a  Temperance 
House.  My  prayer,  0  Lord,  Grant  unto  me  Thy  Holy  Spirit. 

Sunday.  September  15th.  1850.  I  attended  meeting  v/ioh  the  Saints 
at  the  Music  Hall;  there  was  considerable  of  a  large  congregation.  I 
was  called  upon  to  address  the  Saints.  I  gave  a  brief  account  of  our 
journey  from  the  Valley  here,  &c.  I  was  followed  by  several  of  our 
missionaries.  Brother  Pratt  gave  us  good  encouragement.  In  the  evening 
I  net  at  the  sane  place;  Elder  Pratt  preached.

Monday,  September  16th.  1650.  Went  to  Brother  Pratt’s  and  got  my 
appointment  to  go  to  Lincolnshire  to  take  the  Presidency  of  that 
Conference  in  place  of  Brother  L.  Babbitt  who  was  going  to  leave 
fcr  the  United  States. 

Tuesday.  September  17th,  1850.  I  went  to  several  parts  of  the 
City,  and  prepared  to  take  ray  departure.  Elder  I.  0.  Angus  started 
for  Glasgow  in  the  Evening.  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Saints 
we  had  a  very  good  one,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was  there;  I  made 
some  remarks.  We  met  at  Brother  Pratt’s  for  prayer,  only  our  company. 
Wednesday.  September  18th,  1850.  Elders  Haight  and  Spencer  left  for 
their  fields  of  labor;  in  the  evening  I  started  for  Lincolnshire;  took 
the  cars  for  Bradford.  I  went  with  Elder  E.  Mills,  arrived  there 
about  midnight;  stopped  with  Brother  Mills. 

Thursday.  September  19th.  1650.  In  the  morning  Elder  G*  D.  Watt  came 
to  see  me;  I  spent  the  greater  part  of  the  day  with  him  in  visiting 
the  Saints.  Bradford  is  a  large  place  containing  a  population  of 
100,000  or  more.  In  the  evening  I  took  the  cars  for  Leeds;  Elder  I. 
Marsden  accompanied  me;  He  was  President  ct  the  Bradford  Conference. 

I  attended  the  Council  meeting  at  Leeds;  spoke  a  few  words  to  the 
Brethren. 

Friday.  September  20th.  1850.  I  took  the  cars  for  Hull;  I  had  a  fine 
view  of  the  country  -  it  was  beautiful,  trees  of  various  kinds 
scattered  over  the  country;  parks  and  hedges,  together  with  small 
Towns,  and  residences  of  the  rich  -  the  sight  was  grand  to  me] 

At  Hull  I  found  some  of  the  Saints  -  took  dinner  with  them.  At 
Four  P*  M.  I  took  coach  for  Hornsea  for  to  see  my  Uncle;  behold] 
when  I  got  there  he  was  no  more;  He  had  died  the  previous  winter. 

I  found  but  one  cousin  who  was  glad  to  see  me.  My  heart  was  sorrowful 
yet  I  rejoiced  to  see  ray  cousin;  death  had  made  a  break  there  I  did 
not  expect.  How  uncertain  all  things  are  here]  Nothing  but  the 
Truth  of  heaven  can  we  rely  on.

Saturday  and  Sunday.  September  21st  and  22nd,  1850.  I  remained  with 
Cousin; there  was  no  convenient  place  to  preach  in  that  I  could 
obtain,  I  thought  it  of  little  use  for  once*  I  went  and  saw  the 
graves  of  my  Uncle,  Aunt,  and  Cousin  -  it  was  a  beautiful  spot  in 
the  old  Church  yard  -  a  church  that  had  been  built  by  the  Catholics* 
Hornsea  is  a  small  village  of  1,000  inhabitants,  situated  on  an  arm 
of  the  Sea  -  the  Merelys  on  one  of  it  one  of  the  largest  fr;sh  water 
lakes  in  England*  !  y  cousin  is  married  to  a  man  by  the  name  of 
JOHN  POTTER. 

Monday.  September  25rd«  1850*  I  left  ray  Cotisin;  took  coach  for  Hull; 
the  Saints  there  would  have  me  stay  over  night,  which  I  did*  In 
the  evening  a  number  of  Saints  met  me  at  Sister  Taylor’s  to  learn 
the  situation  of  the  Saints  in  the  Yalley*  I  was  much  interested  in 
their  company.  I  administered  to  several  of  then;  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  rested  upon  me* 

Tuesday ^  September  24th.  1850*  This  morning  I  left  Hull  and  came  to 

Lincoln, in  the  cars.  The  Cathedral  of  this  place  is  an  ancient 

building  of  great  magnitude,  built  by  the  Catholics.  I  passed  a  great 

many  of  those  churches  built  by  them  centuries  ago.  I  took  coach  from 

here  to  Grantham,  24  miles.  I  arrived  there  in  the  evening;  stopped 

with  James  Farmer;  In  this  place  there  is  a  branch  of  seventy  or  s 

eighty  members.  I  now  began  to  feci  the  time  was  near  for  me  to 

commence  my  labors.  0  Lord,  give  me  wisdom  to  do  Thy  wills 

Wednesday *  beat ember  25th.  1850*  I  visited  some  of  the  Saints. 

I  was  gladly  received  by  the  Saints.  Elder  Babbitt  came  to  Grantham; 

I  met  him  at  the  house  of  Brother  Bailey;  we  rejoiced  to  see  each 

other  because  we  had  been  together  in  the  City  of  Joseph,  in  the 

land  of  America.  In  the  afternoon  the  Saints  had  a  Tea  Tarty  at 

their  Chapel  in  Grantham.  I  attended;  we  had  a  good  time  in  speaking 

and  singing.  I  gave  a  relation  of  the  situation  of  the  Saints  in  the 

Yalley,  our  present  prospects,  &c.  &c.  I  selpt  at  Brother  Bailey’s 
Elder 

with  Brother  Babbitt. 

Thursday.  September  26th.  1650.  I  left  Grantham  in  company  with  Ehlder

Babbitt  to  go  round  to  the  various  branches  in  the  Conference.  V,e 
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SEPTEMBER,  1850. 

(Journal  of  William  Clayton  -  ) 

came  to  Ponton,  4  milos  here,  and  we  tarried  over  night;  stopped  at  a 
tavern;  some  few  Saints  in  the  place  who  were  very  poor.  The  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  this  place  are  hard  against  us.  I  had  now  to  begin  to 
travel  on  foot,  there  being  no  conveyance. 

Friday .  September  27th.  1850.  We  left  Ponton  and  traveled  to  Po inton 
14  miles;  we  took  dinner  at  Corby  with  Brother  William  Smith;  stopped 
over  night  at  Pointon  with  Brother  Prindle. 

Saturday.  September  28th .  1850.  I  came  to  Rise's  Cate  at  7  P.  H. to 
Father  Smith’s,  he  came  out  some  distance  to  meet  us  and  gave  us  a 
hearty  welcome. 

Sunday.  September  29th.  1850.  We  held  three  meetings  in  the  above 
named  place.  I  spoke  some  in*  the  forenoon,  and  preached  in  the  evening 
I  had  good  liberty;  the  house  was  crowded;  one  came  forward  and  was 
baptised.  I  blesseds  a  child, and  confirmed  one  person.  The  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  was  with  us.  I  found  Elder  Babbitt  to  be  a  man  of  Cod,  whose 
heart  was  in  the  work  of  the  last  days. 

Monday.  September  50th.  1850.  Went  to  Dowsby,  7  miles,  attended  a 
’’Tea”  party  at  Brother  Lion’s,  and  in  the  evening  we  held  a  meeting 
at  the  same  place.  I  addressed  the  congregation  and  was  followed  by 
several  others.  We  had  a  good  time  of  it;  the  Saints  appeared  to 
manifest  a  desire  to  live  nearer  to  the  Lord.  We  took  up  a  collection 
to  get  money  to  go  to  a  Conference  in  both  of  above  named  places.

Tuesday.  October »  1st.  1050,  V.'e  were  requested  to  atop  and  hold 
meeting  in  another  part  of  the  Town  called  Po  inton,  in  the  evening. 

We  had  a  meeting;  I  preached  and  had  good  liberty;  the  congregation 
was  small. 

Wednesday,  October  2nd.  1850,  We  left  Po inton  and  came  to  Grantham, 

15  miles;  we  passed  through  several  small  villages,  the  Gospel  had 
not  been  preached  in  then  but  little.  In  the  evening  I  preached  in 
our  Chapel  in  Grantham;  the  Lord  blessed  me;  one  cam©  forward  and 
was  baptized  by  Brother  Clark. 

Thursday,  October  3rd.  1850.  I  remained  in  the  above  named  place; 
Elder  Babbitt  went  to  Withaby, 

Friday,  October  <-th.  1850,  This  morning  I  started  for  Manchester  to 
attend  the  General  Conference;  took  the  car;  went  to  Nottingham  -  this 
is  a  beautiful  Town,  many  large  and  spacious  buildings,  the  Old 
Castle,  j.  occ.  Visited  some  of  the  Saints  in  the  afternoon;  took  the 
cars  again;  went  to  Sheffield,  stopped  over  night  with  the  Saints, 
Saturday, October  5th,  1850.  Continued  our  .journey  by  Cars  to 
Manchester,  arrived  there  about  Noon;  the  Conference  was  opened  - 
it  lasted  all  the  day,  ?.?uch  business  was  done  in  relation  to  the 
different  Conferences  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  Elder 
Pratt,  President. 

Sunday,  October  6th,  1850,  The  Conference  geban  at  10  A.  ;•  Much 
instruction  was  given  by  President  Pratt  and  Elders  Tey  lor  and 
Richards;  several  thousand  were  present;  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
was  poured  out  upon  His  Saints,  In  consequence  of  Brother  Babbitt 
not  going  to  America,  I  ?/as  sent  to  the  Edinburgh  Conference  to 
labor  with  Elder  C,  Dunn;  I  was  glad  to  b e  associated  with  him,  yet 
I  t  ought  I  would  rather  stay  in  England,  but  I  feel  willing  to  do 
the  will  of  my  Father  in  Heaven,  Hy  heart  was  much  rejoiced  to  meet 
Brother  Dunn,  with  whom  I  had  traveled  in  America. 

Honda:/,  October  7th,  165C,  I  attended  a  Council  of  the  Elders;  heard 
from  Elder  Taylor  respecting  France,  &c.  In  the  afternoon  took  the 
cars  for  Sheffield,  tarried  there  over  night.

OCTOBER,  1650 


(Journal  of  T'illiam  Burton  -  ) 

Tuesday,  October  8th.  1850,  I  left  Sheffield  for  Gainsborough, 
where  I  arrived  before  Tv/elve  o’clock;  I  staid  over  night  at  Llorton,  oise 
miles  from  Gainsborough,  with  Elder  Joseph  Taylor  who  had  accompanied 
me  from  Manchester. 

Wednesday,  October  9th,  1898.  Started  for  Garthorpe  to  see  ray  Cousin 
I  took  the  Steam  Packet  and  went  down  the  Trent;  I  arrived  at  Garthorpe 
in  the  afternoon,  found  some  of  my  relatives  -  Sarah  Gipson,  and  her 
daughters,  and  some  others,  I  tarried  there  over  night. 

Thursday.  October  10th,  1850.  Went  to  Lud ding ton,  visited  the  Church 
Yard,  where  some  of  my  ancestors  were  buried,  and  one  brother  and 
Sister;  it  was  a  retired  spot  where  the  old  Church  stood;  the  grave 
stones  were  standing;  they  were  interred  near  the  Church.  I  found  my 
cousin  at  Paddington,  whoso  name  is  1-hJXY  TI LACKER. 

I  will  now  give  some  little  description  of  Garthorpe  -  the  place 
where  I  was  born;  It  is  situated  one  mile  from  the  River  Trent,  on  a 
level  plain;  rather  a  muddy  village  -  nothing  attracting  about  it, 

I  saw  the  old  Mansion  where  I  was  bom;  it  had  stood  the  storms  of 
many  winters,  and  perhaps  will  stand  many  more;  the  brick  and  tile 
appeared  good.  On  the  other  side  of  the  Trent  the  land  rose  consider¬ 
able  high.  There  was  Burton  Wood  on  the  hill  side  which  looked  beauti¬ 
ful;  the  scenery  was  romantic. 

Friday.  October  11th.  1850.  I  went  to  Crowle,  found  some  distant 
relatives  of  my  father’s;  I  was  welcomed  to  their  firesides.  There  is 
a  small  branch  of  the  Church  in  this  place. 

Saturday.  October  12th.  1850.  I  bid  adieu  to  my  friends,  went  to 
Kidby  and  took  Packet  for  Gainsboro,  arrived  there  about  Noon.  In  the 
afternoon  took  the  cars  for  Lincoln;  an  Elder  by  the  name  of  Joseph 
Taylor  accompanied  me.  I  went  to  seer,Lincoln  Minster”  -  It  is  a  large 
edifice  of  arc i ent  structure .  different  from  any  other  building  I  had 
seen  before;  it  is  certainly  grand,  truly  Gothic,  with  large 
Corinthian  columns,  a  great  deal  of  carved  work  and  statutes  of  the 
Kings  of  England  to  the  number  of  eleven,  v/ith  many  others  of  the 
ancient  worthies.  I  went  to  the  top  of  the  main  Tower  275  feet  high 


had  a  fine  view  of  the  surrounding  country,  I  also  saw  the  large

Boll,  (big  "TOM  of  LINCOLN”).  The  clock  work  &c.,near  this  building 
stands  the  ruins  of  a  Palace  that  was  occupied  by  King  John;  also 
the  ruins  of  the  Castle,  which  was  much  demolished,  by  Oliver 

Cromwell. 

Sunday.  October  15th.  1850.  I  went  to  hear  a  man  try  to  put  down 
"Mormon!  sm"  -  he  made  rather  sorry  work  of  it.  In  the  evening  I 
preached;  the  room  was  crowded  to  excess,  a  great  many  had  to  stand 
during  the  time  I  was  preaching.  Some  one  locked  the  outer  door, 
which  caused  great  confusion  for  some  time.  I  had  good  liberty  in 
speaking  of  the  things  of  God,  which  had  transpired  in  the  land  of 
America.  Up  to  this  time  I  have  traveled  by  railway  457  miles; 
by  Coach  57  miles;  by  Steamer  Packet  45  miles,  and  on  Foot  64  miles. 
Monday.  October  14th.  1050.  Went  by  railway  to  Gainsborough;  met 
Elders  Baboitt  and  C&ark  there  toattend  a  Tea  party,  and  number  of 
other  Elders  were  present.  We  had  a  good  party;  after  tea  was  over 
the  evening  was  spent  in  speaking, recitations  and  singing.  I  en¬ 
joyed  myself  ?;ell.  I  gave  a  short  relation  of  matters  in  the  Talley, 
&c.  I  also  ordained  Janes  Vials  and  Elder  and  administered  to  a 
boy  who  had  a  lame  arm.  Thus  closed  the  events  of  this  day.  I  had 
caught  a  severe  cold  which  affected  my  lungs. 

Tuesday.  October  15th.  1850.  I  expected  tc  start  for  Hull  today, 
but  ny  trunk  had  pot  come  as  I  anticipated.  In  the  afternoon  I 
confirmed  some  that  had  been  baptized,  and  assisted  in  blessing 
several  children.  I  stopped  at  Morton  ore  mile  from  Oairsboro’  at 
Brother  utters,  who  were  very  kind  to  ne;  May  the  Lord  bless  them 
is  my  desire. 

Wednesday.  October  16th.  1850.  I  remained  at  Brother  Otters  waiting 
for  my  trunk;  I  had  a  very  bad  cold,  so  it  was  hardly  prudent  for 
Lie  to  travel.  My  trunk  arrived. 

Thursday.  October  17th.  1850.  I  took  Packet  for  lull,  which  was 
52  miles;  I  arrived  there  in  the  afternoon;  in  the  evening  I  preached 
to  the  Saints  in  their  Chapel;  it  is  a  very  commodious  place. 

I  forgot  to  mention  that  during  my  stay  at  Horton  Elder  J.  E.  Taylor 
was  with  me;  he  gave  me  Five  dollars.

Friday.  October  18th,  1Q50,  I  could  not  get  any  Packet  for  Edinburgh 
until  next  week.  If  I  had  plenty  of  money  I  would  have  taken  the 
Railway,  but  I  thought  best  to  wait,  I  wrote  two  letters  today  and 
visited  some  of  the  Saints.

Half-past  seven  went  on  Board  the  "BRILLIANT”  a  Packet ; (distance 
from  Hull  to  Leith  250)  for  Leith,  Scotland,  a  number  of  the  Saints 
came  to  the  Docks  to  see  me  start.  I  shall  long  remember  the 
Saints  of  Hull,  for  their  kindness  to  me;  May  the  Lard  bless  them. 
Thursday.  October  24th.  1850.  The  Sea  was  considerably  rough;  it 
struck  our  boat  with  a  vengeance.  I  was  sick  and  kept  my  b&rth  all 
the  day.  About  11  o’clock  we  cast  anchor  in  the  Firth  of  Forth,  to 
wait  for  the  tide. 

Friday.  October  25th.  1850.  About  Seven  I  left  the  boat;  took  the 
cars  for  Edinburgh,  I  went  to  .Jlder  C.  Dunn’s;  I  was  welcomed  by 
his  wife,  he  being  out.  I  stopped  over  night  with  Brother  Waugh. 
Saturday.  October  26th.  1850.  I  went  to  see  various  parts  of  the  City 
and  the  Castle.  Altogether  this  City  surpasses  any  cf  the  Towns 
that  I  have  been  in  as  yet  on  this  side  of  the  waters.  In  the 
afternoon  Elder  Angus  arrived  and  remained  with  me  during  the  day.

Never 
was  I  more  warmly  received  than  in  this  place  and  Dundee.

The  country  presented  rather  a  lonely  appearance  on  the  route  of  the 
Railway.  Aberdeen  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  places  I  have  seen 
in  Scotland.  A  great  part  of  the  city  is  built  of  Granite;  the 
streets  are  clean. 

January  16th  and  17th.  1351.  I  visited  several  of  the  Saints;  also 
went  to  see  various  parts  of  the  City;  Elder  Findlay  was  with  me. 
Saturday.  January  18th.  1851.  Elder  H.  Findlay  took  his  departure 
to  return  back  to  Hull;  I  ?ms  sorry  to  have  him  leave  me  for  I  had 
taken  much  pleasure  in  his  company.  He  is  a  nan  of  God;  May  bless¬ 
ings  attend  him. 

Sunday.  January  19th.  1851.  Today  I  preached  three  times;  curing 
the  day  not  many  were  out  but  the  Saints;  in  the  evening  the  room 
was  crowded,  and  good  attention  was  given  to  my  words.

Aberdeen.
